TWELVE MONTHS AGO, when building 
operations were curtailed and bricks were very 
plentiful, the brick industry presented “The Case for 
the Local Brick”. It concluded with the following: 


“Any large-scale closing of brickworks at the 
present time would not only seriously curtail future 
supplies; it might well place the building industry in 
a difficult position both as to supply and prices of 
bricks when the present building restrictions are 
removed.” 


The supply position now developing as a result of 
greater activity in the building industry provides 
early justification for this warning. Since it was 
issued, a number of brickworks have been compelled 
to close down. Meanwhile, builders who were 
attracted further afield by lower prices are finding 
that even the largest sources of supply are not 
inexhaustible. 


It is illogical to ignore the local brickworks when 
there is a glut of cheap bricks and expect to find 
them still ready to execute orders when the supply 
position gets difficult. 


The brick industry is one of the first to suffer when 
building is curtailed. It takes time to step-up 
production, and the “eggs” are now in fewer 
“baskets”. 


Give preference to your local brickworks when they 
need your orders, and they will be there to serve 
you when you really need them.

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ECONOMICS OF FARM BUILDINGS 


ITTLE information exists to show whether money recently invested in 

new farm buildings has been wisely spent. To find out more on the sub- 
ject the School of Agriculture, Nottingham University, has lately carried out 
(some extracts from it are given on page 257) is of considerable interest as 
a study of the Economics of Farm Buildings. An interim report just issued 
showing the attitude of the farming community towards its buildings and the 
variety of ways in which these can be provided. 

As one would expect. the replies to the questionnaire circulated showed a 
wide diversity of views, but it is particularly interesting to note that on the 
subject of future building work nearly 40 per cent of the replies indicated a 
willingness to pay between 6 and 10 per cent of the building cost for com- 
petent specialist advice, design and supervision. As against this, many con- 
sidered that the existing advisory service of the Ministry of Agriculture or 
the Scottish Colleges should be extended, and there was a general idea that 
this should be free. Many pressed for the setting up of a Farm Buildings 
Research Centre, which is the policy of the Farm Buildings Association; while 
from the building industry section came a considerable demand for more 
standardisation of ranges of buildings and components, such as windows and 
doors. An interesting sidelight is that some farmers thoroughly enjoy design- 
ing and erecting their own buildings, and would not like to be deprived of 
that pleasure. 

Despite the increasing use of manufactured farm buildings it would appear 
that the country builder still does a lot of work in traditional bricks and 
mortar. Whatever the building medium, there is no reason why farm build- 
ings should not be as visually attractive as they are efficient, and we trust 
that this aspect of the matter will be duly stressed in the main report, which 
is expected to be published later this year. In the meantime, congratulations 
to Nottingham on undertaking a valuable and much-needed work. 





NEW LIGHT ON FACTORY LIGHTING 

HAT used to be flippantly termed ‘foot-candles on the working plane 

and all that’ is the subject of a thorough study of factory lighting* which 
has been published by BRS. This is the second in their Factory Building 
Series and covers both daylighting and artificial lighting. It also deals with 
combinations of the two, a practice which is growing in factory design. Archi- 
tects who design factories should not fail to acquire a copy of this informative 
booklet and digest its contents thoroughly. 

The authors, Mr. M. J. Keyte and Mr. H. L. Gloag, are architects on the 
staff of BRS. Therefore, as one would expect, architect readers are not unduly 
blinded with science, there being a welcome absence of graphs and formulae, 
to both of which architects are generally allergic. Instead, there are numerous 
section drawings of typical factory buildings on which the maximum and 
minimum light intensities are plotted; in each case, the glass areas are stated 
as percentages of the floor area. Thus the different sections can be easily 
compared. 

There are, however, some complications. One of these is the amount of 
penetration of direct sunlight which should be permitted. The authors say 
that—with certain exceptions where sunlight might damage products—‘a 
small and limited penetration of sunlight’ is generally welcomed. They do 
not, however, say in precise terms how much this is, and doubtless they could 
not state it in figures. But they warn against excessive penetration which may 
overheat the building and give rise to complaints from persons * who are forced 
HMSO, 3s.

One answer to this variation in light requirements prob- 


ably lies in the supplementing of a general average level with artificial spot- 


lighting where close work is done. 


If the mixing of daylight and artificial light is to be fully effective, it calls 
for more detailed attention than it often gets. The authors say that the artificial 
illumination should have 50 to 100 lumens/sq. ft. to avoid an effect of gloom, 
though the precise figure needed depends on the area of windows visible from 
the artificially-lit area. Also, ‘ Daylight’ or * Natural’ fluorescent tubes should 
be used and not tungsten lamps or tubes of other colours. 


There is good advice on the avoidance of glare and contrast.

Notes of the Week 


The Election and the Industry 


TTVHE manifestos issued by the political 

parties must interest the professions 
and trades of the building industry as 
much for what they promise for the 
future as for their stocktaking of the past. 
International issues apart, the choice is 
between development under controls and 
development by free enterprise. Labour 
envisages a good deal of building, not 
only at home. The earmarking of one 
per cent of UK national income to aid 
in raising living standards in under- 
developed countries is in itself a good 
plan, though the basis of this levy does 
not seem clear. Whatever plan of over- 
seas: development is implemented—this or 
the less specific Conservative objective of 
investment—there should be further work 
abroad for UK architects and quantity 
surveyors, as well as for building con- 
tractors. Industrially, Labour would 
introduce a capital investment plan, pre- 
sumably to relate industrial building to 
other forms of construction; whether this 
would be more successful in relieving 





pockets of local unemployment than the 
Conservative proposals for specific action 
in those areas is arguable, especially as 
Labour's proposals would be based on the 
re-introduction of building controls. 


* * * 


BUILDING CONTROLS are, of course, not 
the end of Labour's proposals for 
nationalisation. Public ownership in a 
variety of directions is envisaged, as well 
aS municipalisation of rented property 
through encouragement of local housing 
authorities to buy rent-restricted houses 
for modernisation. Here the object of 
the exercise would seem to be to turn 
housing into an extension of the social 
services. Why ? Where do we stop along 
the road of handing things out on a 
plate? But Labour is surely on safer 
ground in its proposal to re-nationalise 
the road transport and haulage industry. 
At present the national exchequer is left 
with the burden of subsidising a necessary 
but unprofitable railway system while 
road transport, which is its principal com- 
petitor and a big earning factor, is left in 
private hands. Under such circumstances 
rationalisation of services and the making 
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of economies become more than diflicult 
* ” * 

HOSPITALS are another Achilles’ heel 
of the present administration. Extensions 
apart, no new project has yet been com- 
pleted since the war, and though the Con- 
servative manifesto states that sixteen new 
hospitals and some fifty major extension 
schemes are under way and adds that the 
target is to be doubled over the next five 
vears, the record is not good. In educa- 
tional building both parties promise great 
things and one can take one’s choice. The 
major difference lies perhaps in the atti- 
tude to secondary education; here the 
Conservatives would develop grammar 
schools while their opponents pin their 
faith on the comprehensive school system. 
Here, as in generally comparing the pro- 
grammes, the principal difference lies in 
the approach, and the big question which 
voters other than Liberals (whose pro- 
gramme is largely one of reform, particu- 
larly in the field of industrial relations) 
will have to decide on October 8 is: Do 
we wish to go back to a system of planned 
control or do we prefer to continue a sys- 
tem of free endeavour, with safeguards 
intended to check the more severe abuses 
which liberty gives rise to? Those who 
remember the stultifying effects of build- 
ing controls in the 1945-51 period are 
hardly likely to take long in arriving at 
a decision.

Planning a National Gallery 


SOME FORWARD-LOOKING THOUGHTS on 
requirements that should be taken into 
account in planning a national art gallery 
will be found in an article on another 
page, contributed by Mr. Edgar Hoenig. 
They are of particular interest by reason 
of The Sunday Times competition for 
designs for an extension of the National 
Gallery, the conditions of competition for 
which, in Mr. Hoenig’s view, * surprised 
by the lack of information about special 
requirements of the Gallery in view of 
experience, tried and proved, in overseas 
galleries in the last twenty years.’ 

Mr. Hoenig thinks that the result of 
the competition, though in some ways 
outstanding, has nothing to do with the 
leading gallery of the British nation. He 
postulates a number of criteria which 
would be revolutionary but for the fact 
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that he has advocated them for the past 
twenty years and that Frank Lloyd 
Wrights Guggenheim Museum in New 
York has utilised them. Hoenig himsell 
has employed the principle of multi-heli 
cal design in a scheme which he has pre- 
pared for the rebuilding of Covent 
Garden Market and his views, coming 
from an early avantgardist and a Swedish 
Royal State Medallist for art and science, 
are highly readable and worth considera 
tion; as such we commend them.

Direct Labour 
To the Editor of The Builder 


There is little to be gained by 
with that past-master of 


age, 
tangling 
confusion, Sir Richard Coppock, on any 


subject, but his red-herring on Direct 
Labour in your last week’s issue, designed 
no doubt to hook something out of 
troubled waters, is too juicy a bait to 
leave dangling. 

‘ The whole issue is a political one, and 
always has been, says Sir Richard. Poor 
John Citizen, say I—for, after all, it is he 
who foots the bill. For the record, how- 
ever, let's get the private enterprise 
employers’ case straight. Of course, being 
human, and self-interest being a human 
trait, builders would like to see all build- 
ing work carried out under their control; 
equally, I have little doubt, Sir Richard 
would probably like to see all operatives 
members of his Organisation. But at 
least | hope we are both realists. 

The convenience, if not the economics, of 
Direct Labour Maintenance Organisations 
may in some cases be argued, whether the 
employers be authorities, hospitals, 
public utilities or large private enterprises, 
although in the latter case it must be 
admitted that any diseconomy falls on the 
owners of the business and not on the tax 
or ratepayer. But what building employers, 
and in fact many citizens outside the builders’ 
ranks, object to in the main is the local 
authority which gives work to a Direct 
Labour organisation without competition, 
often because if called upon to compete the 
organisation would perish in the cold winds 
of competition. Our aims in this matter are 
surely not that far removed from those of 


local 
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Mr. Aneurin Bevan, whose Ministry in 1946 
was prompted by very good reasons to issue 
a Memorandum saying, among other things, 
‘A direct labour department must tender 
in competition with contractors, at the 
same time and under identical conditions, 
and only obtain the contract, if the tender 
is as low as that of any good contractor. 
‘Adequate costing is vital to private 
contractors who have to tender in open 
competition for building work. It is 
equally vital to local authorities building 
by direct labour if excessive cost is to be 
avoided.” 
The same statesman is quoted as saying: 
‘Direct Labour can be an expensive luxury. 
Employers would endorse the sentiments of 
both statements 

Unfortunately, many local authorities are 
either unable or unwilling to compete * under 
identical conditions.” In this respect Sir 
Richard's reference to rise and fall clauses 
is, to say the least, a little ironic. Does he 
not know that in this age of Firm Price 
Tendering local authority direct labour 
organisations by their very constitution are 
the only people precluded from giving a firm 
price? 

I think Sir Richard is really arguing against 
competition itself, and here given certain 
conditions he might have a political point, 
but if my memory serves me right, the TUC 
in their wisdom put their new building out 
to competition. This proves nothing other 
than that, thank heavens, we don’t all think 
alike

HIS is the architect’s own house on a tiny site which 

was considered too small to be used for a dwelling. 
The house has been built after several waivers of LCC 
By-laws and with the very constructive co-operation of the 
Town Planning Department of the LCC. Difficulty was 
also experienced in persuading a Building Society to accept 
a non-traditional design and after a number of the larger 
firms had turned the scheme down a small local society 
readily approved it. 

The two cottages which occupied the site were demol- 
ished in 1952 into their own basements and an 18 in. thick, 
8 ft. high concrete wall enclosed the rubble on three sides, 
forming the foundations. The ground floor is a 6 in. 
RC slab on RC beams ; the first and second floors have 
RSJ’s spanning front to rear with wood joists between 
them. The roof has 9 in. by 3 in. wood joists covered with 
*Stramit.’ The external walls are 11 in. cavity brickwork 
and internal walls are in dry construction with 3 in. by 2 in. 
studding covered with various cladding. Continuous 
concrete lintols tie the various parts of the south wall 
together. 

The area outside the walls is 1,470 ft. super; inside 
1,175 ft. super. The actual living space, excluding the

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THE DESIGN OF A NATIONAL 


Some Basic Conditions Suggested 


By Edgar Hoenig, LRIBA 


ERUSING the conditions of the 
Sunday Times Architectural Com- 
petition 1959 for the extension of the 
National Gallery, I was surprised by the 
lack of information about the special re- 
quirements of the National Gallery not 
only in the light of practical experience, 
tried and proved, in overseas galleries in 
the last twenty years, but also the require- 
ments of the art lover, the apprentice to 
art appreciation and the foreign visitor. 
The British nation has assembled in 
the London wilderness art treasures of an 
importance and val:ie which cannot be 
matched by any other place in the world 
Let us hew some easy paths through it 
for the dreaming enthusiasts. 

Seen in the light of the conditions, the 
competition has produced a number of 
outstanding results, especially the project 
by Barrie Dewhurst, but, as was to be ex- 
pected, those results have nothing to do 
with the leading gallery of the British 
nation. To fashion a programme for 
the planning of a Gallery in our present 
art climate is not easy. Art lovers of the 
old school are stubbornly resistant, the 
enthusiasts of the new age of art are only 
interested to promote their cases; between 
the two are suspended the Gallery direc- 
tors, perhaps anxious not to miss the boat 
in the art market, and overshadowed by 
the advisory committees. 

We have to cut through this heavy cli- 
mate and try to assemble the facts, with 
out which the architect cannot set to 
work. 


(1) Capacity and Circulation 


(a) To assess the number of visitors for 
the next twenty years let us assume that 
1 per cent of the population of London 
have the urge to visit the Gallery once a 
month; to the resulting total has to be 
added the number of visitors from the 
Commonwealth and foreign countries.

It has to be taken into account that the 
outstanding Masterpieces, say 100, will 
be most crowded. 

(b) the people moving from one room 
to another should never interfere with the 
absorption of the onlooker. Therefore, 
the circulation area should be entirely 
separated from the v-ewing area 

The circulation area should be arranged 
in such a way that the visitor is guided 
automatically in a one-way sense of traffic 
with the possibility of changing at inter- 
sections from one direction to the other. 
This would also simplify the supervision. 

We know from the special exhibitions 
in the Tate how desperately Rothenstein 
struggles with the unfortunate layout of 
his Gallery.

(2) Viewing Area 


(a) The viewing area should be divided 
into three-walled recesses like a stage, into 
which we can enter, in order to reduce 
not only interference with the concentra- 
tion of the onlooker by straying crowds 
but also to separate as far as possible the 
pictures or sculptures from other exhibits 
which have nothing at all to do with them. 

Take two walls at the Tate; one show- 
ing Picasso’s different periods beside Miro 
and Kandinsky, the other Leger beside 
Giocometti, Ernst and Monet. This causes 
irritation to the connoisseur, but must 
also have a strongly disturbing effect on 
the newcomer to art, the winning of 
whose heart must be the very aim of the 
Gallery. 

Good examples are The Gallery in 
Bruges; The Musée de l’Art Moderne in 
Paris; and The Cabinets of Art Dealers. 

(b) It is obvious that the walls sub- 
dividing the viewing area should be de- 
mountable, in order to give the Gallery 
Director a free hand for rearrangements 


(3) Light 


(a) Nearly always innovations irresis- 
tibly run away with themselves: so with 
light. Light, light, always more light! The 
stronger the reading lamp the better! 

Leave aside its damaging effect to the 
health of the eyes and the nerves and 
think for a moment about the relation of 
black and white. Is there not a danger 
that the strong reflection of the white 
paper over-radiates the thin black lines 
of the print, transforming them into a 
dazzling grey? The difficulty grows in 
the relation of light to colour—even more 
so in the relation of light to works of art. 

The restoration of the original colour 
of old masterpieces has to be welcomed, 
but should the effect intended by their 
masters be utterly destroyed by our ten- 
dency to over-light them? Have not the 
Old Masters and the Modern Masters 
consciously or subconsciously taken into 
account the light conditions of the space 
for which they have created? 

For example, Griinewald created his 
Isenheimer Alter-pieces for a shadowy 
Gothic cathedral with coloured glazing. 
These circumstances forced him to create 
his own light within his painting through 
the contrast of cold and warm tones. 
Did Rembrandt know daylight in a room 
other than that which filtered through 
lead glazed windows? Yet he created 
luminous pictures and the glow of 
the soul in his faces. How can we expect 
to bring him within the comprehensions 
of the newcomer to art when we kill 
Rembrandt's sensitiveness through over- 
doses of light? Have we not an obliga- 
tion to show the artist’s work under con- 
ditions familiar to him? 

Picasso gives us readily an insight into 
the working of a genius, yet one cannot 
hang two Picassos of different periods or 
even of different days side by side or 
under the same strength of light. As a 
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practical test it would be interesting to 
see what a change of lighting would do 
to Diirer’s cleaned Madonna with Child 
in the National Gallery 

(b) The orientation towards the North 
of the daylight resources of a gallery, 
which often augments the building cost 
considerably, can nowadays be discarded 
owing to the development of light-sensi- 
tivity devices, many other 
fields of science and technology. For 
example, the introduction of reflected 
daylight (even augmented) through two 
prismatic layers of glazing and Venetian 
blinds, photo-electric-controlled, would 
harness the daylight resources desired for 
a picture, and could automatically main- 
tain the constancy of illumination pre- 
scribed by the experts A sub-divided 
arrangement of the Venetian blinds 
would enable differentiation of light 
intensity on two pictures hanging side by 
side With failing daylight, artificial 
light resources can be drawn on automa- 
tically without interference with the con- 
stancy of illumination. Such _ installa- 
tions would not only be economical in 
the building cost of a gallery but also in 
its running costs.

We must give him a lead, we must help 
him to see what we wish him to see first. 
We must prepare him through proper 
attention to place, space and surround- 
ings. 

From the great number of outstanding 
treasures of the National Gallery we 
should choose, say, 25 as signposts on 
the way through the gallery and art. 
These works, of course, should stay in 
their logical art-historic surroundings and 
should form a living introduction to art 
appreciation. 

(b) A visitor, having a faint recollec- 
tion that Michelangelo had done some 
sculpture and asking the attendant for 
direction will get the answer! A No. 74 
bus will take you direct to the Victoria 
and Albert...’ Would anyone nowadays 
think of putting Renoir’s, Degas’s or 
Henry Moore’s sculptures in the V & A? 

The architect planning the future 
National Gallery must include adequate 
emplacements, in order that outstanding 
works of sculpture in the possession of the 
Nation could be shown with or near the 
pictures of the relative periods. For this 
policy the National Gallery gives already 
examples with its pictures of Renoir, 


There is so 
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Monet, Cezanne, etc., 
should be in the Tate. 

(c) Is the architect transgressing his 
terms of reference by suggesting the crea- 
tion in the future National Gallery of 
a Hall of Art, in which are shown side by 
side examples of human creation through- 
out the milleniums: Caldaea, Rembrandt, 
the Wilton Diptych, Van Gogh, Tang, 
Vermeer, Manet, Egypt and so on, to give 
proof that art in its highest expression 
is inter-human regardless of time, race 
and convictions? Only a nation as rich 
in art treasures as the British could pro- 
vide the necessary originals for such a 
project.

(5) Amenities for the Visitor 
(a) Who has not enviously looked 
through the windows in the Victoria and 
Albert Museum onto the two or three 
people sitting in the lovely Garden of 
the Museum. But we couldn't go out; 
either we had no time, or it rained or it 
was cold. And sculptures placed in it 
for study became incidental. Henry 
Moore's family before the Tate has soon 
taken refuge in the interior 
Rainy and cooler days attract 
visitors to the Galleries; further than 
stating this, we need not discuss the 
London climate! The Gardens of the 
National Gallery must be large, covered 
and air-conditioned, with enough day- 
light to provide open air conditions for 
sculptures. Such a layout caters also for 
flowered rest areas throughout the year. 
(b) The Reference Library and a Lec- 
ture Room should have a second access 
independent from the Gallery, to enable 
its use after closing time of the Gallery 
ind the City offices and shops, and should 
be closely situated to the Restaurant, 
thus also producing economies in staff. 
(c) The Light Refreshment restaurant 
should be conceived as a café in the Con- 
tinental sense, with easy access from the 
street, and be kept open till 10 p.m., not 
only to fulfil an exigency of the neigh- 
bourhood, but also to safeguard a good 
business proposition for a recognised 
caterer. The 
Trafalgar Square should be planned as 
extension to the café with movable tar- 
paulins against weather risks.

Conclusions : 
The basic conditions for the design of 
a Gallery should therefore include the 
following: 
(1)b. The circulation area should be en- 
tirely separated from the viewing area. 
A one-way course circulation of the 
visitors should be arranged. 
(2)a. The viewing area should be sub- 
divided into recesses. 
The partition walls of the recesses 
should be transferable. 


(3)b. Daylight for the illumination of the 
works of art should be automatically 
controlled in such a way that each 
work receives its appropriate illumina- 
tion; the same applies to the use of arti- 
ficial light. 

(4)b. Adequate emplacements for sculp- 
ture should be provided. 


(S5)a. Gardens in a metropolitan Gallery

I. K. BRUNEL CENTENARY 


Tribute by President of the 


N Tuesday, September 15, which 

marked the centenary of the death 
of Isambard Kingdom  Brunel—civil 
engineer and ship designer—the President 
and Council of the Institution of Civil 
Engineers accepted the invitation of the 
Clifton Suspension Bridge Trust to attend 
the unveiling of a memorial tablet to 
Brunel on the suspension bridge in 
Bristol. The ceremony was performed 
by the Dowager Lady Noble, grand- 
daughter of the engineer, and Professor 
A. J. S. Pippard, FRS, President of the 
Institution of Civil Engineers, spoke. 

In his address PROFESSOR PIPPARD said: 
One hundred years ago Brunel, when it 
might have been expected that he would 
be at the height of his powers, died in 
his 54th year after a life of dedication 
and achievement which can seldom have 
been equalled. Less than a month ago I 
crossed the Royal Albert Bridge at 
Saltash and, as on so many other occa- 
sions, felt again the thrill of this master- 
piece which demonstrates not only an 
appreciation of structural mechanics 
amounting to genius on the part of its 
designer, but an enormous courage in 
putting his faith in science and himself 
to a supreme test. 

The Royal Albert Bridge, opened in 
the year of his death, stands as a fitting 
memorial of his greatness even if it is 
considered only on its merits as a superb 
example of the bridge builder’s skill. But 
it is far more than this: it is a symbol 
of the completion of the great feat of 
linking Paddington with Truro by rail, 
that feat to which Brunel devoted and 
probably sacrificed his life and which 
constitutes an epic of civil engineering. 

Clifton Suspension Bridge 

But if Saltash is a memorial of Brunel, 
the Suspension Bridge on which we stand 
to-day is, aS we are reminded by his 
recent biographer L. T. C. Rolt, a monu- 
ment to him. Completed after his death 
and departing in some ways from his 
original design, this bridge, as I need 
scarcely remind this audience, has a 
strange history. The original chains, the 
earliest made to Brunel’s design, had to 
be sold and were used on the Saltash 
Bridge, while the chains which hang here 
to-day were purchased when the Hunger- 
ford Bridge over the Thames was de- 
molished. There is a peculiar irony in 
this when it is remembered that Brunel 
in his Journal for 1835 mentions the 
Clifton Bridge as ‘my first child, my 
darling,’ and in reference to Hungerford 
Bridge says, ‘I have condescended to be 
engineer to this—but I shan’t give myself 
much trouble about it.’ 

No one with the capacity and passion 
for original thought combined with that 
self-reliance which were so marked in 
Brunel could expect, or even hope, to 
avoid criticism and so no surprise need 
be felt that he received it throughout his 
career in full measure. 

The design submitted by him in the 
first competition for the Clifton Bridge 
was rejected by Telford on the grounds 
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that 600 feet was the limit of safe span 
for a suspension bridge. Brunel may 
have found comfort from the fact that 
all the other competitors suffered the 
same fate at the hands of the adjudicator 
who was then invited to prepare a scheme 
of his own. This design was, fortunately, 
ultimately rejected and in the second com- 
petition which followed with new referees 
Brunel’s bridge again came in for severe 
criticism on matters relating to detail, 
design and calculations. Brunel replied 
to the criticism so forcefully and success- 
fully that the referees had to recant. He 
was awarded the competition and won 
his first victory over his critics. 


The Price of Progress 


Accepting that Brunel was a genius, it 
was only to be expected that he would 
see further and more clearly than his 
more pedestrian contemporaries. It is 
true that on a number of occasions he 
was possibly too far ahead of his times 
from a strictly practical point of view, but 
the risks attaching to this aspect of genius 
is the price of progress. Brunel was ever 
ready to take these risks, after he had 

weighed them and formed his own judg- 
ment on them, even when by so doing he 
incurred the odium of his fellows. 

A notable example of this is to be 
seen in the design and construction of 
his three great vessels, the Great Western, 
the Great Britain and finally the huge 
Great Eastern, all embodying new and 
startling ideas. 

His connection with the Institution of 
Civil Engineers extended over a long 
period. He was a Vice-President for 
nine years before his death, and would 
have been President in 1858 but was pre- 
vented from serving by ill-health. All 
subsequent Presidents ought to have 
regretted this since, even after a hundred 
years, one feels there would be a measure 
of reflected glory in filling a Chair once 
occupied by Brunel. 

The contemporary attitude towards 
him was in some ways curious. On con- 
sulting the Obituary Notice published in 
the Proceedings of the Institution of Civil 
Engineers I learned that his ‘ besetting 
fault was a seeking for novelty when the 
adoption of a well-known model would 
have sufficed.” Feeling that this remark 
must be ascribed to an acute attack of 
engineer’s conservatism I consulted the 
Proceedings of the Royal Society expect- 
ing this particular characteristic to be 
commended, but only found a repetition 
of the same obituary notice. 

It seems odd that such a criticism as 
this could be levelled posthumously 
against a man, one of whose greatest vir- 
tues in the eyes of many of us today was 
that he so firmly believed and practised 
the doctrine that every problem should 
be examined anew from first principles. 
If this examination led to the conclusion 
that established practice was wrong he 
had no more sympathy with established 
practice than another great railway 
pioneer had for the hypothetical ‘coo’ 
on his line.

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EMBROKE HOUSE is a new twelve-storey office block built for The 

Hammerson Group of companies occupying a square site in City-road. 
Two sides of the site are bounded by the ancient Bunhill Fields, which not 
only afford pleasant views from many of the offices, but also allow 
uninterrupted views of the building from other angles—something of a rarity 
in the City nowadays. The north side of the site is bounded by a private road, 
and the east side by City-road, from which the building is entered. 


Layout : The project was designed to provide large clear office spaces with 
maximum daylighting. It has a T-shaped plan consisting of two blocks, each 
48 ft. wide. One block, with a frontage on to City-road, has four storeys over 
a lower ground floor, whilst the other, set at right angles to it, is twelve storeys 
high. The main service core, containing passenger lifts and lavatories, is 
placed at the junction of the two blocks. A canteen and kitchen is placed on 
the top floor, which provides diners with a spectacular view. 

A private car park—an important aspect of the accommodation—is provided 
at lower ground floor level. It is partly covered and is reached by a ramp. 


Construction ; The building has a reinforced concrete frame arranged in 
bays of 16 ft. There are two rows of columns down the centre of each block, 
the external columns being set back 2 ft. 6 in. from the face of the building. 
All the columns were cast in situ, but the beams and stair flights were pre-cast 
on the site, thus considerably speeding up construction (the time actually taken 
from the earliest site work to occupation by the tenants was just over eighteen 
months). Floors are of solid reinforced concrete slabs 5 in. thick. 


The external treatment on the main facades of the building consists of pre-cast 
reinforced concrete mullions at 8 ft. centres, which is convenient for the sub- 
division of office space. Pre-cast reinforced concrete spandrel panels, 4 in. 
thick, are placed between the mullions. The spandrels are faced, for the most 
part, with lightweight concrete panels 2 in. thick having an exposed aggregate 
finish of green Criggion granite. Panels on the City-road frontage are faced 
with mosaic. Metal windows are used above the panels. 


End walls are faced with reconstructed Portland stone slabs 245 in. thick ; 
the bold relief pattern on the two most prominent walls is obtained by projecting 
alternate slabs. At street level the walls are faced with Verde Fraye marble ; 
Serpiaggente marble has been used round the main entrance. Oil-fired boilers 
provide hot water and heating, which is by orthodox radiators.

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STEELWORK AND REINFORCED CONCRETE 


Their Merits Compared 
By DAVID A. JARMAN, BSc(Eng), 


I—Preamble 


JERY little has been written about the 
comparative merits of structural 
steelwork and structural reinforced con- 
crete, and most of the writers have 
a decided bias for one material or 
the other. It is rare to find true com- 
parative studies of a project in different 
materials and rarer still for these results 
to be published, although it appears that 
the Americans publish more than the 
British. The type of frame for a building, 
for example, will probably be specified 
by the architect possibly after discussion 
with the engineer, and either of these may 
have a preference for a certain material 
not wholly in accord with the true 
economic facts of the case. 

Occasional studies may be made of a 
project in various materials; if the 
materials are equally suitable for their 
purpose then it is probable that the 
choice will be made on _ economic 
grounds. The ‘total’ cost (that is initial 
cost plus maintenance during the whole 
life of the structure) is usually not known 
and the choice may be made on first cost 
alone without full allowance for future 
costs. In times of material shortage, 
economy may mean economy in use of 
materials, but the only real economic 
yardstick, however, is financial. 

The best comparison between materials 
is probably the design competition, if the 
various entries are designed by _ the 
organisation which is offering to build 
them, and which includes its price offer 
for the job. The assessors must take into 
consideration the differing maintenance 
costs and problems when comparing 
designs in different materials. 


H—Introduction 


(a) The majority of engineering struc 
tures have an obvious material for their 
construction; for a large number of types 
of structures there is no possible competi- 
tion between construction materials 
whether they be structural steelwork, re- 
inforced concrete of any type, aluminium 
or timber. For long span bridges, and 
particularly where the dead-load is high 
in comparison with the live-load, it is 
evident that steelwork is the obvious 
choice as it usually is for tall towers and 
for buildings exceeding about 30 storeys 
in height. 

(b) The main type of structures which 
are most often constructed in either re- 
inforced concrete or in steelwork fall into 
one of the following three classes 

1. Building frames of up to 
storeys in height 

2. Small and medium 
up to about 300 ft. or 

3. Industrial 
structures such as 
usually of single-storey 
requirements for 
clear spans.

buildings and similar 
aircraft hangars, 
height with user

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with spans greater than about 400 ft. are 
nearly always built in steelwork. Power 
stations are mostly built in steelwork. 

(c) The post-war material shortages led 
to quite a number of structures being 
built in materials which would not have 
been used had it not been for that 
material shortage. These _ structures, 
which were usually experimental in some 
degree, often did not have economic con- 
siderations in the foreground when the 
choice of materials was made. ina small 
number of cases the structures were built 
result of competitions for their 
design and erection, and analysis of these 
buildings could indicate the true com- 
parative cost between the various 
materials obtained under equal conditions 
for that comparison. 

(d) Recently steel has been readily 
available and it is now possible to erect 
structures without their design having to 
be based on available materials. 

(e) The best material may be selected 
by the following factors, all of which 
must be studied by the design engineer 
(these are based on headings given by 
Ritter in reference (1)*, and by Banks in 
the discussion thereto): 

1. Technical acceptability 

2. First cost. 

3. Maintenance cost 

4. Maximum resistance to 
ind other forms of decay 

§. Ease and speed of erection. 

6. Availability of material 
reauired. 

Security to fire risk. earthquakes, war 

damave. and other emergencies 

8. Aesthetic features. 

(f) No one design can expect to utilise 
any one material in such a way as to 
obtain the best results under all these 
headings, the usual answer is a com- 
promise which may be dictated by 
expediency, bias and/or other factors. 
Items 2 and 3 in paragraph II(e) above 
should be considered together and a con- 
venient form for this has been stated by 
the Swedish Engineer Kjellmann (quoted 
by Thomas in the discussion to reference 
(1)), and is ] +=R XC=Minimum: where 
I is the initial cost of a structure: R is 
the risk of a certain eventuality occurring, 
and C is the cost of repairs or mainten- 
ance or even reconstruction involved by 
that particular eventuality occurring. 

(g) Later in this article the uses of 
structural steelwork and reinforced con- 
crete will be analysed for the three types 
of structures given in paragraph II (b) 
under the eight headings in paragraph 
IIe). 


I1I—The Two Materials, Steel and 


Concrete

(a) In comparing the two materials of 
construction, steel and concrete, the ratio 
of their densities is about 3:1, their com- 
pressive strengths under the working 
loads permitted by current regulations 
are in the ratio of about 18:1, so that the

the 
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relative strengths (compressive strength 
per unit volume) are about 6:1, in favour 
of steel. The ratio of costs of the two 
materials is between 8 and 10:1, this time 
in favour of concrete. Thus it is that 
whereas steel must obviously be used to 
take tensile stresses it would appear that 
concrete is more economical for sustain- 
ing the compressive stresses, but many 
items can affect these relative costs such 
as complicated formwork for concrete. 

(b) Steel, being a factory-made product, 
is less liable than concrete to variations 
in quality. Concrete, made in the open 
on a building site exposed to the weather, 
is liable to many natural and human 
variations. Factory-made concrete pro- 
ducts are less liable to variation, and are 
beginning to compare favourably in 
quality with steel. 

(c) Among early claims for reinforced 
concrete was one that it would need little 
or no maintenance. Unfortunately the 
early structures were built without any 
knowledge of the necessity for control 
of the quality of the concrete. In some 
circumstances the quality was very poor 
indeed and in some countries the life of 
these structures has been as short as 25 
vears before it has been necessary for 
them to be replaced. Modern concrete 
technology must surely be leading to a 
big improvement in the maintenance cost 
of reinforced concrete structures, but this 
only time will tell, and at the present time 
obviously no comparison with steel can 
be made of structures now being erected. 
Campbell (in the discussion to reference 
(1)) said that the experience gained in 
reinforced concrete structures which were 
erected about 50 or 60 years ago. showed 
that those which had been built with a 
good system of concrete quality control 
showed very good results so far as main- 
tenance was concerned. 

(d) Mild steel is, as a material, poorly 
resistant to the atmosphere unless 
adequately protected. This is well illus 
trated by the fact that certain mild 
steel bridges and other structures have, 
it is claimed, almost rusted away in com- 
paratively short life-spans, whereas cast 
iron structures of greater age are stil! 
eminently suitable for their purpose and 
able to carry their loads (Hugh Jones in 
discussion to reference (2)). The increas- 
ing use of high tensile steels for engineer- 
ing structures promises better corrosion 
resistance in the future, particularly with 
those steels which have been alloyed for 
this purpose. The latest cleaning and 
protection methods also bid fair to in- 
crease the useful life of steelwork. 

(e) It has been said by Haines (refer 
ence 3) that periodical painting of steel 
work in an ordinary atmosphere amounts 
to about 6 per cent of the initial cost of 
the steel for every 6 years of its life 
The general maintenance cost of re- 
inforced concrete structures cannot be 
given with any such degree of exactitude. 


I1V—Comparison between the uses 
of Structural Steel and Reinforced 
Concrete in Building Frames 


(a) The construction of building frames 
in steel and in reinforced concrete has 
been an almost parallel development in 
this country and in the United States. All 
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the really high structures in the USA 
have been built in steelwork, and in 
general it has been found that reinforced 
concrete is competitive in price up to 
about 30 storeys in height, although a 
building has recently been built in the 
USA of 40 storeys with a reinforced con- 
crete frame. In many countries all high 
buildings have reinforced concrete 
frames particularly in those countries 
which have to import all steel products. 
Some countries ban the use of structural 
steel in buildings (including Soviet 
Russia and Austria); others, particularly 
those in Central and South America with 
a new architectural tradition, appear to 
favour the reinforced concrete medium 
as allowing greater fluidity in construc- 
tion. Britain has been slow to adopt re- 
inforced concrete for buildings but now 
seems to be using it increasingly. 

(b) Within reason there is no limit to 
building height in either steelwork or re- 
inforced concrete. The advantages or 
disadvantages relative to cost and speed 
of erection are complex. A very great 
handicap to economic competition 
between steel and reinforced concrete in 
Great Britain is the by-law requirement 
to encase steel in concrete for fire pro- 
tection, although the newer use of com- 
posite design techniques partially 
mitigates against this. In a low building 
this concrete fire protection can be 
onerous because the encasement reaches 
the same outline size as reinforced con- 
crete, but in a high office building with 
large clear spans and where floor space 
is valuable structural steel frames can win 
economically, even with encasement. 
(James reference 4). 

(c) For blocks of flats, with precise 
room arrangements and with small and 
repetitive spans, with the needs of ser- 
vices defined and unlikely to change, and 
with the necessary insulation against 
noise provided by the structural weight, 
on balance, reinforced concrete has 
definite advantages 

(d) For office building where maxi- 
mum flexibility of floor space is needed. 
with large spans, small columns and 
shallow beams, and where great flexibility 
in services is needed, and where these can 
vary considerably and. sometimes, 
frequently during the life of the structure, 
and where speed of erection to obtain 
earliest possible occupancy of the build- 
ing is often of prime importance, then 
structural steelwork may compete with 
reinforced concrete. 

(e) Comparing the technical accept- 
ability of the two materials, there can be 
little to choose between them, both being 
equally suitable for the purpose if the 
steel be encased for fire protection. A 
steel frame is easier to check on site than 
reinforcing steel and concrete. The con- 
crete used for casing steelwork does not 
need to be of high strength as high- 
strength concretes tend to suffer a greater 
percentage loss of strength than low- 
strength concretes after exposure to high 
temneratures. so that for fire protection 
high strength concretes are not necessary 
and a saving is possible in the cost of 
concrete casing (Reference 5). 

The first cost of a concrete frame is 
about 15 to 20 ver cent less than that of 


a comparable concrete encased steel 
frame (Baker (6), and James (4)). Baker 
(7) quotes a typical saving on structural 
frames of 22 per cent in an eight-storey 
block of flats by using reinforced con- 
crete. Creasy (8) quotes savings of 13 
per cent for framed storage buildings in 
reinforced concrete. In a typical high 
office building the structure including 
floors and foundations accounts for only 
about one-third of the total cost of the 
building, and as the foundations and 
floors cost about the same whatever the 
materials in the frame, then the possible 
savings in total cost of the structure may 
only be about 1 or 2 per cent. 

(f) The maintenance cost of either 
frame is negligible and there is nothing 
between them. and both should have an 
equally long life and resistance to cor- 
rosion and decay, if the steel be encased 
in concrete, or otherwise protected. 

(g) Structural steelwork claims to have 
advantages in speed of erection, as it may 
be fabricated whilst the foundations are 
being prepared and the site work is then 
quickly finished, allowing the general con- 
tractor to proceed with the remainder of 
the building. Good erection times have 
also been achieved for reinforced con 
crete although not so generally as for 
steelwork. where even after the frame 
is erected it mav have to be encased with 
concrete and it will have to have the 
floors added. For reinforced concrete 
these processes continue together. Some 
examples of erection speeds of reinforced 
concrete have been for flats in Wands 
worth, London. 44 days per storev: in 
South Africa it is common to build tall 
buildings at the rate of a storey ner week: 
in the Whitehall Apartment Houses in 
Chicago, 21 storeys high, the frame was 
completed in 21 weeks 

(h) Availability of material when 
wanted is the same for both construc 
tions at the present time, but in times of 
shortage this may influence the accept. 
ability of either material more than any 
other single factor. ; 

(i) In security against fire risk the two 
materials have nothing to choose 
between them if the steel be encased and 
they have both been designed to similar 
standards. Both also seem equally able 
to withstand war damage as evidenced in 
the past war in both traditional high 
explosive bombing and the atomic 
attacks on the two Japanese cities. 

(j) The aesthetic features of the two 
materials are very similar in buildings, 
the only likely difference being in very 
tall buildings where steelwork may effect 
a reduction in the size of the columns on 
the lower floors. 

(k) Much of the responsibility for 
choosing between the various materials 
rests with the architect concerned who 
may advise his client for a steel or for 
a concrete frame without necessarily 
basing his judgment on the cost factor. 
A reinforced concrete framed building 
would almost certainly necessitate the 
services of a consulting engineer, whereas 
in Britain the constructional steelwork 
firms provide an excellent design service, 
and will quote on a tonnage basis for 
design. supply, and erection of the steel- 
work, but only a few of the reinforcement 
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supply firms design, cut, bend and supply 
reinforcement. There are a few contrac- 
tors who supply a design and construction 
service for reinforced concrete structures, 
somewhat comparable to that offered by 
the structural steelwork industry, but this 
is limited in general to a package service 
which may not be practicable contrac- 
tually in a particular circumstance. 


V—Comparison between the uses 


of Structural Steel and Reinforced 
Concrete in Small and Medium Span 
Bridges 


(a) The construction of bridges in steel 
historically followed the use of wrought 
iron for these structures, and is of longer 
standing than the use of reinforced con- 
crete. At present it is probable that the 
majority of bridges built in all parts of 
the world are of reinforced concrete or 
of prestressed concrete. 

(b) The choice of material will defi- 
nitely be made by the engineer on 
considerations of first cost and mainten- 
ance cost. There is little to choose 
between first costs of welded or riveted 
bridges (2), and concrete is very competi- 
tive in the smaller spans. For most 
bridges either material is usually equally 
acceptable although access problems for 
erection and/or maintenance may dictate 
the material to be used 

(c) Resistance to corrosion and decay 
for the two materials varies considerably 
and the detailed design will probably in- 
corporate items to enable maintenance to 
be easily carried out. Welded steelwork 
with its smaller surface area is cheaper 
to maintain than riveted steelwork, but 
both are probably dearer than concrete 

(d) A major consideration for bridge 
construction is the ease and speed of erec- 
tion, particularly over water. and until 
the last war steelwork had definite 
advantages when it is not possible to erect 
staging below the bridge. The rapid post- 
war developments in precast concrete, 
allied to the introduction on a practical 
scale of prestressed concrete, has made 
both materials almost equally amenable 
to such erection techniques as canti- 
levering etc. 

(e) As stated before, material avail- 
ability is at the present time, the same 
for both constructions. 

(f) It is unlikely that bridges will be 
subject to fire risk. In war time they are 
a favourite target of an enemy, and it is 
unlikely that any design could cope with 
a deliberate and determined attack. Earth- 
quake resistance will probably depend on 
stability, which may not be related to the 
material used. 

(g) The aesthetic features of bridges 
have recently been receiving increased 
attention in Britain. It has been the 
practice for bridge design to be entirely an 
engineer responsibility and by the nature 
of the structure they often automatically 
tended to be of pleasing appearance. 
Recent developments, such as welded 
steel and prestressed concrete bridges 
have proved popular with the profes- 
sional and the layman alike, and future 
emphasis on the appearance may 
influence the choice of materials more 
than any other consideration. 
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Vi—Comparison between the uses 
of Structural Steel and Reinforced 
Concrete in Industrial Buildings 


(a) The majority of industrial build- 
ings are variations on tne traditional 
single-storey shed and have for many 
years been constructed of light latticed 
steelwork, which has become standard- 
ised to a large extent by commercial 
usage. Concrete became a limited com- 
petitor in this field before the last war to 
fulfil a desire for more pleasing appear- 
ance, and this construction has given 
relatively dust-free structures involving 
less maintenance, partially mitigating 
against their higher first cost. Recent 
additions to this field of competition 
include welded tubular framing, cold- 
formed construction and prestressed con- 
crete (Haines (3)). The relative economy 
of the materials is a changing factor. 

(b) In a single-storey storage shed the 
cost of the structural framework, includ- 
ing stanchion bases, casings and excava- 
tion, is about one-third of the total cost 
of the building. Short spans are usually 
more economical and generally mean a 
reduction in the quantity of materials 
used. The weight of a truss is roughly 
proportional to the ratio of the spans to 
the power 1.8, its weight per square foot 
of covered area increasing a little less 
than proportionately to the increase in 
span. For many users large spans confer 
no benefits. 

(c) Technically both materials are 
equally acceptable in general for these 
types of buildings. The nature of the 
work and the industrial processes carried 
out often leads the building owner to 
require that his structure be built in steel- 
work in the belief that this material will 
be more amenable to future alteration and 
adaptation, and will enable all the various 
and varied services to be easily and con- 
veniently accommodated and _ possibly 
afterwards altered. 

(d) The first cost of reinforced concrete 
in this type of structure is greater than 
steelwork, as in general the steel does not 
have to be encased. Creasy (8) quoted 
tubular steelwork as 30 per cent cheaper 
than reinforced concrete with the conven- 
tional steelwork price between. Mainten- 
ance costs vary considerably with the 
nature of the processes carried out in the 
factory, and it is likely that concrete 
would be at an advantage in this. The 
life term of a factory is often short, and in 
this respect, steelwork with its higher 
re-use value may be at an advantage. 

(e) The resistance to corrosion and 
decay will depend on the work carried out 
in the factory, needing individual con- 
sideration. : 

(f) In ease and speed of erection, steel- 
work almost invariably has advantages 
except where use is made of standard 
precast concrete unit buildings which may 
be available from stock. 

(g) Fire risk, earthquake, and war dam- 
age would have to be considered on the 
individual merits of each project, and the 
nature of the processes carried out in the 
factory. 

(h) The aesthetics of industrial building 
construction are rarely considered, and 
usually play little part in the subject.

Vil—Possible Future Trends 


(a) The future trend in structural steel- 
work appears to be towards greater effi- 
ciency in fabricating works, by the use of 
more automatic machinery for marking 
out and fabricating, together with the 
greater use of welding and of universal 
beams, with possibly a revised range of 
British Standard rolled steel sections. 
High tensile bolts will probably be used 
more in the future, as also will tubular 
steelwork and _ cold-rolled sections. 
Greater use will probably be made of 
welding and of high strength torque con- 
trolled bolts. he steels used will be 
alloyed to have greater resistance to cor- 
rosion. 

More ‘ mixed” structures will be built 
and greater use will be made of composite 
action in design techniques, with the 
frame, floors and walls designed as one 
force and load-bearing whole. Designers 
will probably make greater use of 
advanced methods of design, such as plas- 
tic design, and will use a carefully 
assessed load factor in place of the present 
factor of safety. 

(b) The future trend in reinforced con- 
crete appears to be towards the greater 
use of high tensile steel reinforcement 
together with cold-worked and deformed 
high bond-strength bars. There will be a 
greater use of pre-casting both in the fac- 
tory and on the site. Further improve- 
ments will be made in the quality control 
of concrete. Design techniques will 
improve further, and architects will prob- 
ibly use this material more and feel free 
to express themselves in it (the use of 
Shell roof designs is one way in which 
greater freedom is given to architects) 

(c) In buildings it is probable that in 
the future there will be an increase in the 
use of light-weight claddings. Statistical 
surveys must be carried out to assess 
more closely the floor loadings, and the 
classification of buildings in respect of 
the user element must be considered with 
possible legislation against change of use 
in the future (6). 

(d) Generally there will be more 
emphasis on the appearance of structures 
and, increasingly, public opinion or legis- 
lation mav force a promoter to accept a 
project which is not the most economical 
from his standpoint.

Vill—Conclusions 


(a) Various facets of 
between steelwork and reinforced con- 
crete have been given. Perhaps the only 
conclusion is that no general conclusion 
is possible. However, certain principles 
have been stated. In a particular case the 
engineer must use his judgment or repeat 
his whole design and estimating pro- 
cedure until the ‘ best’ structure all 
senses is obtained 

(b) Undoubtedly in general the best 
structure is also the cheapest over the 
whole life of that structure. 

(c) In times of material shortage many 
of the above arguments change radically. 
As Ritter (1) said, the most potent influ- 
ence governing structural design and 
speed of construction is (often) not our 
arts and sciences, but international 
economies.

HE building has been designed to provide storage 

accommodation for the firm’s products for distribution 
throughout the north of England. Due to the rather 
narrow site, a central loading dock of unusual layout has 
been provided. 

A steel frame is used, the design being based on the 
plastic theory of continuity of universal sections, with 
brick external walls, all on lightly reinforced concrete 
foundations. The roof consists of proprietary steel 
decking with built up felt finish. To minimise the effect 
of any possible mining subsidence an expansion joint is 
carried across the centre of the building. 

Generally, hard wearing finishes have been selected 
internally with granolithic floor and painted fair face 
brick walls to the storage area, and ‘Accotile ’ and plaster 
to the offices. Externally, the building is faced with hand 
made sandstock bricks with a panel of selected blue bricks 
having an oiled finish to the front elevation. Metal 
windows are used throughout.

NFBTE to Study Productivity 


TFIHE Executive Commirree of the 

NFBTE has appointed a_ special 
committee to study both the Radcliffe 
Report and the working of the monetary 
system of the Cohen Report on prices, 
productivity and income. It will be the 
task of the special committee to examine 
the implications and proposals contained 
in both reports so far as the building 
industry is concerned so that the Federa- 
tion may determine any action which 
may be required. 


Essex School Building 


CONSIDERABLE progress in school build- 
ing is recorded in the current issue of 
Essex County Council's ‘ Special Build- 
ing Supplement—S.’ In the twelve months 
ending March 31, 1959, no fewer than 32 
new schools or extensions of schools, pri- 
mary arid secondary, were opened, repre- 
senting a total of 10,550 new places. 
(These figures exclude special schools and 
technical colleges.) 

Most of the buildings have been de- 
signed by the County Architect, Mr. 
Harold Conolly, CBE, V-PRIBA, but ten 
of them were entrusted to private archi- 
tects in association with him. All the 
buildings are in the modern idiom and 
show high quality and variety of design. 
The Supplement includes 72 excellent 
photographic illustrations but no plans, 
together with a ‘Review and Preview’ 
and appreciative articles by head- 
mistresses of two of the schools. 


Site for Norwich University 

NorwicH Town Planning Committee 
have voted in favour of recommending 
the city council to acquire a 200-acre site 
at Eaton for the purpose of establishing a 
university. Planning permission has 
already been given for housing develop- 
ment and it is therefore expected that the 
cost of acquisition will be in excess of 
£225,000.

Again, regard Windsor: there 
is nothing palatial about it. I would sug- 
gest that such a competition should be 
entered into. Let the Government offer 
liberal premiums for a decided royal 
palace, but not in Gothic style. W.

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RECENT ARCHITECTURE 


IN FINLAND 
By T. M. Sutcliffe 


ROBABLY the greatest influence in 

architecture in Finland today comes 
from within, and mainly from one man— 
Alvar Aalto. Following a line of diverse 
thought—Lars Sonck squeezing the last 
from folk art combined with Gothic, 
Eliel Saarinen of Helsinki railway station 
fame, and the neo-classical J. S. Siren— 
Aalto has since his Paimio Santorium in 
1929 constantly been to the fore in Fin- 
nish architecture. 

It was not until the exhibition at the 
RIBA in 1957 that the other leading 
architects in Finland became known in 
this country. From this exhibition it 
could be seen that the general standard 
was very high and the work of Aarne 
Ervi, Viljo Rewell, Jorma Jarvi, Kaija 
and Heiki Siren particularly interesting. 
This has since been emphasised by Rewell 
winning the Toronto City Hall competi- 
tion, and by the Finnish Pavilion at 
Brussels by Pietila. 

Undoubtedly Aalto is the inventive 
genius and the others gain inspiration 
from his work. He is not slavishly copied 
or imitated, but is rather in the position 
of leading a group of highly talented 
architects. 

The main centres of population in 
Finland are Helsinki, the capital (400,000), 
Tampere (119,000) and Turku (100,000). 
Turku, or Abo in Swedish, some 120 
miles from Helsinki, is a fine town, 


yet one of great contrasts—the shipyards 
and port, the quiet tree-lined river-side 


walks, the 19th century timber houses 
standing alongside modern offices and 
flats. The well-known Chapel of the 
Resurrection by Erik Bryggman (1941) is 
on the outskirts of the town, amid a 
dramatic setting of trees and rock out- 
crops. 

The first state university was founded 
at Turku in the 17th century, being trans- 
ferred to Helsinki in 1828. For 90 years 
Turku was without a university until the 
Abo Akademi was founded for the 
Swedish speaking minority, some 9 per 
cent of the Finnish population of

4,300,000. This was followed in 1922 by 
the Turun Yliopisto for Finnish speaking 
students, 

Today, much of the Abo Akedemi is 
housed in the Engel buildings, but several 
new hostels and teaching blocks have 
recently been opened. The library by 
Woldemar Beckman, compieted in 1956, 
has the main reading room on the ground 
floor with a study gallery at first floor 
level. The basement book stack, by 
means of electrically-controlled book 
cases On rails, makes the maximum use 
of the floor space. 

The Finnish University stands on high 
ground to the east of the town, and here 
a group of buildings designed by Aarne 
Ervi are nearing completion. The library, 
first to be completed in 1954, forms the 
west side of the main courtyard. The 
courtyard has a grass centre space with 
some trees, while the sides are paved 
with in-situ concrete, divided into metre 
squares, built up in several layers and 
finished with a ribbed surface to form an 
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interesting texture. The buildings are of 
reinforced concrete frame, much of it 
being pre-cast. The external columns on 
the ground floor are clad in polished grey 
granite. The walls are faced in small off- 
white ceramic tiles on pre-cast concrete 
panels. The windows are double glazed 
in timber frames. The roof is of copper. 

Internally the finishings and detailing 
are extremeiy good, for example, plastered 
columns have plastic angles to protect the 
arrises. The care and precision of detail- 
ing in the lecture theatres is noteworthy, 
and as in most buildings designed. by 
Ervi the staircases are particularly impres- 
sive and refined. 

Close to the Aurajoki river and facing 
a large square is the concert hall designed 
by R-V. Luukkonen in 1952. It is part 
of a gift from the people of Gothenburg, 
Sweden—a sculpture by Vainé Aaltonen 
in the square commemorates this gift. 
Entering a deep hall at street level, a 
sloping floor leads past the cloakrooms 
to ramps leading to the foyer, overlooking 
the square at first floor level. 

Numerous blocks of flats have been 
built in recent years in Turku and the 
block illustrated, by Veijo Kahra (1958), 
completes a town block which has been 
completely rebuilt since 1927. This block 
contains buildings by Aalto and Brygg- 
man, Sipila and Kestila. 

The nine-storey block by Kahra is of 
reinforced concrete frame with dense con- 
crete panel cladding. The ground floor 
is devoted to shops, with a service yard 
at the rear. It was nearing completion in 
August, 1958. 

The block by Kestilé and Pitkanen, 
completed in 1957, is of reinforced con- 
crete box-frame construction, with the 
cross walls at 12 ft. 6 in. centres. The 
ground floor contains nine shops, a 
restaurant, and a cinema seating 400. 

The overall impression of architecture 
in Finland today is one of great com- 
petence and general quality. The design 
is unlaboured and seems to be ‘ natural,’ 
and the workmanship standards are very 
high. The use of materials and their 
suitability never seems to be in doubt, 
and the result is one of extremely good 
building in every way.

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EVERYDAY THINGS 
By Arthur W. Kenyon, CBE, FRIBA 
XCI.—Foundation Stones 


I WONDER how many of the old 
foundation stones are coming to light 
in the mass demolition of old buildings 
which is taking place. These should be 
found at the north-east corner of the 
building, but they very seldom are. What 
is happening to them and the treasures 
which they have guarded so long? Does 
the Society for the Protection of Ancient 
Buildings accept it as their responsibility 
to look after them ? 

Tradition has it that the stone should 
house a sealed metal container in which 
are placed at the time of the laying, coins 
of the realm. a drawing of the building, 
a current daily newspaper and anything 
else considered at the time appropriate 
for the information of future ages. It 
would be interesting to know whether any 
record is being kept of what is being 
found in demolished buildings and 
whether the original stones are being re- 
built into the new structures. or broken 
up for concrete. 

These stones were usually placed on the 
outside of the buildings for all to see. 
They were inscribed with the name of the 
building, and of the person laying the 
stone, the date, and the names of the 
architect and builder. In my own build- 
ings I have often had the foundation 
stone put inside the building for the sake 
of greater preservation. but I think on the 
whole that they are better placed outside 
so that everyone can see them, provided 
suitable precautions are taken for their 
protection. They became a matter of 
some importance in the architect’s 
office, for they had to be positioned and 
dimensioned very accurately and the 
lettering used to be done in the office verv 
meticulously. No doubt today this is 
done by a specialist. 

I have heard it said that the stones are 
often moved after being officially laid, 
but this is not true. They are usually 
very carefully protected and revealed in 
their full glory at the completion of the 
building. 

The mason was the man who knew 
more about the arrangement for the cere- 
mony that anyone else and it was he who 
set up the platform, the gin and block 
and tackle. It was his job to spread the 
bed of mortar and to lower the stone, 
and it was for the person laying the stone 
to pat the mortar and tap the stone with 
a“mason’s mallet and then to declare it 
well and truly laid. I have known enthu- 
siastic stone-layers vigorously rub the 
mortar with the silver trowel provided for 
the token operation, with the result that 
the surface of the trowel was scratched 
and had to be repolished before it could 
take its place in the memento cabinet. 

The trowel and mallet for the laying 
ceremony were traditionally presented by 
the architect, and I have often wondered 
where all these trophies eventually come 
to-rest. I have not yet seen the trowel 
in use as a fish slice, although this would 
seem its natural career. I suppose all 
these things are to be found in those glass- 
fronted cabinets which adorn some 
homes, the contents of which I con- 
fess I never get round to examining. 





Perhaps the more interesting examples of 
design arrive eventually in the museums 
to take their honourable place amidst our 
national relics. 


MEMORIAL TO DR. GARBETT 
A Canopy in York Minster 


THE MEMORIAL to the late Archbishop of 
York, Dr. Cyril Forster Garbett, will be 
dedicated in York Minster on October 7. 

A main feature will be an openwork 
canopy on columns to the left of the Nave 
Altar. Below will be the present archie- 
piscopal chair and facing it, a new Prayer 
Desk. The memorial has been designed by 
Professor Sir Albert Richardson, of 
Ampthill, Bedfordshire, to harmonise with 
Renaissance monuments in the Minster, the 
canopy work has been carried out by crafts- 
men of J. P. White and Sons, of Bedford, 
and the carving by Mr. L. Gilbert and his 
assistant, Mr. B. Foster. 

The base of the structure is three-sided 
and eight feet wide and six feet deep. The 
members are cut and carved in the West 
Indian. mahogany, Guerea. Five carved 
shields form the dado. Three of the 
Coats of Arms on the shields symbolise 
York, Winchester and Southwark, the three 
Sees of the late Archbishop. Dr. Garbett’s 
family crest is the basis of the fourth, and 
the fifth denotes that he was a Knight Grand 
Cross of the Royal Victorian Order. The 
three carved columns on which the canopy 
rests are 13 ft. high. An expert at the 
Minster will emblazon the shields and gild 
the inscription. 


OBITUARY 
Ald. Bernard Holland, JP 


FIFTY YEARS’ CONNECTION, first as secre- 
tary, and later as director. of the building 
firm of W. Pallister. Ltd.. of Scunthorpe, 
Lincs., was the record of Alderman Bernard 
Holland, who died recently, aged 74. Alder- 
man Holland, a native of Scunthorpe, was 
for many years a leading figure in the 


public as well as the business life of the

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PROGRESS IN STANDARDS 
BSI’s Report for 1958-1959 
HE growing demand of industry for new 
standards specifications on which to base 
production and purchasing requirements is 
reflected in the Annual Report for 1958-1959 
of the British Standards Institution. 
The report—for the year ended March 31 
—says that although the total number of new 
standards published is slightly less than in 
the previous 12 months, there has been a 
sharp increase in new projects to be under- 
taken in the technical divisions: in the 
engineering division 144 as compared with 
92 last year; in the building division 34 
compared with 17; in the chemical divi- 
sion 48 compared with 16.’ The range of 
these new projects is ever-widening; special 
features of BSI’s technical activities referred 
to in the report are the co-ordination of the 
many existing standards for steel and other 
basic materials, progress on work connected 
with computers, continuing efforts to develop 
standards for smoke contro] and the prepara- 
tion of standards on flammability of fabrics, 


Rise in Membership 

The growing support given by trade and 
industry to BSI’s work is apparent from a 
further big rise in the number of new sub- 
scribing members; the total at March 31 
was 10,605—an increase of 6 per cent over 
the previous year’s figure. 

The report refers to a growing awareness 
of the need to use standards effectively in 
production. Efforts are continuing to ensure 
as close contact as posible between BSI and 
those who use standards, and to promote 
education in standardisation through con- 
ferences and discussion groups at various 
levels in industry, as well as among students. 
Special efforts are being made, says the 
report, to see that technical colleges place 
emphasis in their courses on standards 
technique. There was a further increase in 
the number of British Standards under which 
certification mark schemes operate; the total 
stood at 145 on March 31. 


Standards and Exports 


The report speaks of the rapidly increas- 
ing impact of standards on all aspects of 


export business, The growth of interna- 
tional standards work, the sharp rise in de 
mand for overseas standards by British 
exporters, the increasing activities of the 
BSI/CSA, agency approval of electrical 
equipment exported to Canada, the attention 
being given to publicity for British Standards 
overseas, al] illustrate the way things are 
going. Increasing attention is being given 
says the report, to the translation of British 
Standards, or summaries of them, into 
foreign languages. The BSI’s engineering 
adviser has suggested that translation of 
some of the most important British Stan- 
dards into Spanish would be invaluable to 
our trade with South America. 

The report contains details of important 
developments during the year in the activities 
of the International Organisation for Stan- 
dardisation and the International Electro- 
technical Commission. Reference is also 
made to the proposed integration of. stan- 
dards among the countries of the European 
Common Market. The Report is supplied 
free to all subscribing members of the Institu- 
tion ; copies are available to non-members, 
price 7s.

Mr. Gloag on Creating a Sense of Critical Awareness 


N an address delivered at the annual 
meeting of the Council for Visual 
Education on June 4 last, Mr. JOHN 
GuioaG, Hon ARIBA, Hon FSIA, said 
that he would relate, or attempt to relate, 
the work of the Council to the formation 
of a widespread sense of civic responsi- 
bility, which may be effective among the 
people who live in the country during the 
next hundred years. 

‘I hope and believe,’ he said, ‘that the 
work of the Council will extend, that it will 
have an increasing and lasting effect upon 
general education, and that it will endow 
future adults with a sense of civic responsi- 
bility by making them feel that they are 
individually responsible for the character 
of their environment because they have been 
encouraged as children to observe and com- 
pare. This Council has a wide task and with 
great wisdom and persistence it is cultivating 
the natural curiosity and interest of children 
by making them see their surroundings with 
fresh vision. 

‘When those children grow up, some of 
them will carry through life the habit of 
looking at all the components of their every- 
day environment with open eyes. If we 
have a hard core of such people in our 
future society, immeasurable benefits must 
follow, and the character of our cities, towns 
and villages, and the architecture that 
adorns them will draw new vitality and 
fresh beauty from the existence of a critical 
and appreciative public. 

Mr. Gloag continued : At this stage of its 
life and work the Council is concerned with 
the task of showing school children examples 
of good architecture and design, and it is 
also attempting to inculcate the sort of 
critical awareness that may make the men 
and women of the next generation as 
acutely conscious of bad architecture, silly 
architecture, ugliness and untidiness, as 
most people are today acutely conscious of 
bad smells from defective drains. 

My concern here is with the effects of 
visual education, which is still in its tenta- 
tive beginnings; for the Council has not 
been at work for very long: it was formed in 
1942 and since then its activities have already 
had an effect on the attitude of educational 
authorities, and may well in the future 
change that attitude, so that teachers every- 
where may realise to the full their responsi- 
bility for opening the eyes of their pupils. 

At present the Council for Visual Educa- 
tion is collaborating with teachers in the 
task of opening the eyes of their pupiJs so 
that a generation that is now growing up 
may apprehend the quality and character 
and excellence of architecture and industrial 
design and the fine arts. At present, the 
work of the Council is chiefly concerned with 
the preparation of exhibitions of photo- 
graphs illustrating those various subjects, 
and the production of film strips with notes 
for the use of teachers. These exhibitions 
and film strips are loaned to schools for a 
small fee. This is altogether admirable and 
extremely practical work; but there are 
influences in contemporary life which 
indirectly hamper and confuse such educa- 
tiona}] work. 


I hope that in the course of the next hun- 
dred years we may undo much, if not all, the 
damage that was done by the carelessness of 
the Industrial Revolution and the artistic 
squalor of the Victorian period. C. E. Vul- 
liamy has said of Victorian art and archi- 
tecture: ‘Already nostalgia prepares the way 
for sentiment, and sentiment will prepare 
the way for a new aesthetic valuation.’ That 
was written twelve years ago, and the words 
were prophetic for we are now witnessing 
what can only be described as the Vic- 
torian revival. That revival, as confusing 
and in some ways as sterile as the Gothic 
Revival of the last century, is a real danger 
to the work of educating the young to use 
their eyes and their common sense. If men 
with great reputations defend useJess things 
that are without architectural merit merely 
because they inspire nostalgic feelings the 
results can be deplorable. 


Colleutt Tower ‘a Sore Finger’ 


An example of this is the agitation which 
has succeeded in preserving the 280-foot 
tower of the Imperial Institute, which is 
going to look like a sore finger against the 
group of light, elegant contemporary build- 
ings which are to replace the ponderous 
fussiness of Collcutt’s pretentious mixture of 
French Early Renaissance motifs. Can any 
designer or critic who is not a dyed-in-the- 
woo] traditionalist or whose ideas are not 
debilitated by nostalgia really defend the 
insufferably pretentious facades of the 
Imperial Institute or sustain the pretence 
that they represent great architecture, or even 
moderately good architecture ? And are not 
these agitations to preserve ill-designed or 
second-rate things injuring the work of the 
Council for Visual Education? 

Up and down the country the dead and 
lifeless and often hideous Gothic structures 
of the Victorian period are visible, side by 
side with the civilised architecture of the 
Georgian age, and, more rarely, the traces 
of the pre-Renaissance native English style, 
which survived in rural areas throughout 
the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries, and 
far into the eighteenth. Jostling them are 
the commercial classic and commercial 
modern buildings of the last forty years, 
built since the end of the 1914-18 war. Visual 
education is rightly concerned with teaching 
discrimination between the good and bad 
work of architects and designs in the past, 
but it is even more vitally concerned with 
teaching appreciation of the excellent things 
that are being built and made to-day. 

Since the end of the last war we have had 
abundant evidence of the fury that new 
thoughts and new ideas generate when they 
find architectura] expression. Some of that 
evidence was supplied by the criticism of 
Basil Spence’s designs for the new Coventry 
Cathedral and is a measure of the shock 
which most people receive when they are 
confronted with unfamiliar things. 

Now what is so profoundly distressing to 
traditionalists and to all people who are 
apprehensive of change, when they see 
designs like the new Coventry Cathedral or 
Mr. David Aberdeen’s TUC Headquarters 
building in Great Russell-street, is their 
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secret knowledge that a proper attempt to 
appreciate such new forms requires intellec- 
tual effort. It demands the re-opening of a 
mind that may have long been closed by 
cosy convictions; it demands thought and 
thinking is the hardest and most exasperating 
work in the world. 

In conclusion, Mr. Gloag said that infor- 
mation should be set forth side by side with 
favourable views by younger people, and 
such a juxtaposition of opinions would make 
it clear to teachers that no man’s personal 
taste is necessarily right; that it should never 
be identified with eternal principles; that all 
questions are open, and that critical aware- 
ness is a social duty.

NEW BRICK KILN 
Contribution towards Increased 
Production 


FOLLowInG the lighting up ceremony of 
the new kiln at Calvert Works on September 
4, Mr. A. T. Warboys, chairman of the 
London Brick Company Limited, said, 
‘Today it has been a happy task to light 
up this new kiln and I am very glad to have 
the opportunity to thank you all for your 
hard work and co-operation during the past 
months which have culminated in today’s 
ceremony.” 

Mr. Warboys continued: ‘In May of this 
year, at the company’s Annual General 
Meeting, I told the stockholders of our 
efforts to increase production in an 
endeavour to meet the heavy demands upon 
us and I do congratulate all departments for 
making it possible to complete this kiln on 
schedule. It is a splendid achievement, all 
the more so because, with the exception of 
the chimney, all the constructional work of 
the kiln has been carried out by our own 
staff and employees.

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THE BUILDING EXHIBITION 
1959 
Comprehensive Display Promised 


From a Correspondent 

"tHE Building Exhibition to be held in 

Olympia, London, from November 
18 to December 2 will be opened by the 
Minister of Works. It was in 1905 that 
HM First Commissioner of Works 
opened The Building Exhibition, the last 
to be held in the Royal Agricultural Hall 
before it moved into Olympia, and this 
support by the Ministry has continued 
throughout the years. Mr. Basit Spence, 
OBE, ARA, ARSA, President of the 
RIBA and President of the exhibition will 
be chairman at this year’s ceremony. 

Held every two years, this is the most 
comprehensive display of developments in 
the building industry to be shown anywhere 
in the world, and will cover an area of 
460,000 sq. ft. 

Five Government departments will be 
represented in the exhibition: The Ministry 
of Works, the Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government, the GPO who invest 
approximately £10,000,000 a year in new 
buildings, HMSO who publish about 35 
reports on building a year, and DSIR who 
are responsible for 30 of those reports. 


New Products 


In an exhibition of this size, which has 
been growing steadily since 1895, it is impos- 
sible to pin-point the many new products, 
plant, machinery and methods to be seen. 
To mention just a few of the newer pro- 
ducts, there will be asbestos cement sheets, 
translucent plastics rooflights for use with 
flat-roof asbestos cement deckings, fitments 
for pitch fibre drainage systems, space-sav- 
ing doors, heating and cooking apparatus 
ranging from oil firing equipment for kilns, 
space heating units for factories to domestic 
cooking stoves with a built-in barbecue, and 
an unique form of illuminating and insulat- 
ing ceiling using PVC film at a very low 
installation cost. 

The mechanisation of the building indus- 
try has proceeded apace since the war and 
this is reflected in the machinery section of 
the exhibition. There visitors will see a 
rubber-tracked tractor of Canadian origin 
and exceptional climbing ability for off-road 
operations, mixers which can be supplied 
powered by electricity, petrol, diesel, vaporis- 
ing oil or belt drive, the first British-designed 
four-wheel-drive tractor shovel of its size to 
go into full production, a comprehensive 
range of diamond core drilling equipment, 
and many of the latest devices for speeding 
production. 

Included in the 17,000 sq. ft. of woodwork- 
ing machinery will be a wide range of log 
conversion machines with the emphasis on 
resaws; a fully automatic cut off and boring 
machine having an ingenious method of 
transferring work pieces from the saws to 
the boring heads and incorporating auto- 
matic work locating devices; an entirely new 
general purpose bench to cut up to 7 in. 
deep; a sanding machine capable of sanding 
joinery or furniture components automatic- 
ally at speeds up to 75 ft. per minute; some 
remarkable abrasive finishing machines for 
wood, metal and plastic laminates: a new 
idea in overhead crosscutting saws which will 
carry trenching and grooving heads in addi- 


tion to the normal saw; veneer and plywood 
machines together with many other special 
machines and equipment. 

The growing trend to use colour in build- 
ing will be emphasised by the inclusion of a 
special painting and decorating section 
situated on the second floor of the Empire 
Hall where the National Federation of 
Master Painters and Decorators of England 
and Wales will have their lounge. Many 
exhibits will also show the way in which 
colour has been introduced in manufacture 
with vitreous enamel, glass and brick clad- 
ding. 


International Exhibits 


For the first time Finland, Spain and Por- 
tugal will be exhibiting. Finland will have 
a display of building boards, wall papers 
and locks; Spain will show marble, wall tiles. 
floor covering and door furniture; and Por- 
tugal, its cork industry and other building 
materials. Canada and Africa will have a 
comprehensive display of timber, and many 
European, American and Commonwealth 
products will also be represented in this 
international exhibition 

One section of the exhibition which invari- 
ably attracts a large audience is the appren- 
tice competition. There, anyone interested in 
taking up building as a career may see 
apprentices competing for the finals in plas- 
tering, carpentry, masonry, plumbing, paint- 
ing, brickwork, roof tiling, wall tiling and 
glazing. 


BRITISH CONSTRUCTION 


WORK OVERSEAS 
£120m. in 1958-59 

N the twelve months ended March, 1959, 
British contractors carried out construc- 
tion work overseas to the value of more than 
£120m. This was some £6m. more than in 
the previous twelve months and the highest 
figure since the Ministry of Works’ survey 
began in 1954-55. More than 60 firms were 

active in over 65 different countries. 

New contracts obtained during the year 
amounted to just under £115m., some £4m. 
less than in the preceding year, but £13m. 
more than in 1956-57. The value of work 
outstanding in March was nearly £124m., 
£2m, more than a year earlier. The slight 
fall in the value of new contracts obtained 
is probably the result of fewer large 
contracts being placed during the period; a 
similar fall in 1956-57 was more than com- 
pensated for in the following year and the 
value of outstanding orders is higher than 
ever before. 

During the year British firms began work 
in a number of fresh countries, notably in 
the Fiji Islands, Gambia, West Germany, 
Holland, Japan and South West Africa; 
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while large orders were obtained but not 
yet started in Borneo, Guernsey, Mauritius, 
and in Singapore, where work has not re- 
cently been in progress. 

There was an increase of over £84m. in 
new contracts obtained in Commonwealth 
countries throughout Africa and the value 
of outstanding orders at the end of March, 
1959, was nearly £13m. up on the previous 
year. Particularly noticeable were the rises 
in new orders in the Central African Federa- 
tion (nearly £2m.), Nigeria (over £6m.) and 
the Union of South Africa (over £2m.). 
During the year work valued at just under 
£40m. was carried out in the African coun- 
tries of the Commonwealth, the largest 
amount in one country being £9m. in Ghana. 
British firms were also working in French 
and Portuguese colonies in Africa; this 
continent is clearly a very promising field 
for contractors. 

Elsewhere in the Commonwealth the only 
large rises in new orders were in Fiji and 
in Pakistan (some £5m. in all). The amount 
of work done was greater than in the pre- 
vious year, notably in Ceylon, India, Malta 
and Pakistan; but the lack of new orders 
led to a general drop in the value of orders 
outstanding at the end of the year. 

During the year British contractors ob- 
tained new orders worth nearly £74m. more 
than in 1957-58 in Brazil and over £6m. 
more in Iran. These and the increase in 
orders in Africa largely offset the lower level 
of orders in the rest of the world. In the 
dollar area, which is accounted for almost 
entirely by Canada, the position remained 
fairly steady with a slight drop in orders. 


Contracts Awarded

station, the rebuilding of bridges, road 
building and the construction of two break- 
waters (an £8m. contract) in Nigeria; road 
and bridge building in the Cameroons; the 
erection of offices in Southern Rhodesia. and 
harbour construction for oil tankers i the 
Persian Gulf (two contracts worth together 
some £84m.). Humphreys & Glasgow Ltd. 
have recently installed New Zealand’s first 
oil gas plant.

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SPACE HEATING BY 
ELECTRICITY 
‘ Complete cleanliness an added 
amenity’ 


[Ss considering the advantages of using 

electricity for a space heating scheme, 
there is an intangible item which might 
be called the general amenity value of 
electricity—complete cleanliness both in- 
ternal and external. In this connection, 
it is interesting to note that the Ministry 
of Education are prepared to make an 
allowance of about 10 per cent on the 
total annual running costs on this score 
in favour of electricity. In other words, 
they are prepared to recommend the 
acceptance of an electrical heating scheme 
if the total annual running cost is not 
more than 10 per cent in excess of that 
of a fuel-fired system. 

This was stated by Mr. E. M. AcKErY, 
AFC, BSc, senior technical officer of the 
Electrical Development Association, during 
the course of his talk ‘Space Heating by 
Electricity ° on September 9. Mr. Ackery is 
one of the speakers taking part in a course 
on Electro-Technology for National Indus- 
trial Fuel Efficiency Service engineers being 
held at the Central Electricity Generating 
Board School, Buxton, from September 7 
to 20. 

‘In the course of time,’ said Mr. Ackery, 
‘almost every conceivable method of heat 
ing a room or providing comfort for the 
occupants has been tried.’ These methods 
varied from pure convective heating as in 
the case of the room heated by warm air 
supplied through ducts, to heating with high 
temperature sources which gave a high pro- 
portion of radiation and relatively little con- 
vection. None of the many methods had 
ever found universal acceptance and most 


of them were in use today. Electricity could, 
however, cover the complete range from the 
electric air heater battery to the high tem- 
perature radiant or, as it was sometimes 
called, the infra-red heater. 

The Electricity Boards offered special 
rates per unit for heating systems that only 
used electricity during their * off peak ’ hours, 
which differed somewhat from board to 
board, but in general were from 7.0 p.m. to 
7.0 a.m. Most direct electric heating systems 
added to the peak demand and this was 
reflected in the price charge per unit, but 
there were some cases where the nature of 
the heating kept it * off peak.” Church heat- 
ing was a good example, as usually the whole 
week-end was an ‘off peak’ period. Electricity 
was a more or less natural choice as the 
capital cost of an installation which would 
not have to provide heat storage, would be 
moderate, as would also be the running cost. 

Mr. Ackery said that there were many 
cases in industry of large spaces which were 
very sparsely occupied, spaces that were 
often very lofty and not of particularly well- 
insulated construction. .In most of such 
spaces heat was required for the sake of the 
people in them, as apart from this there 
was no reason why they should be heated. 
It was, however, possible to provide some 
measure of comfort for the operatives with- 
out heating the whole of the space by using 
high temperature electric infra-red overhead 
heaters directed on to the places where the 
operatives worked. By this means a reason- 
able degree of comfort could be provided 
with far less expenditure of heat than would 
be required to heat up the whole of the 
building. 

Much use was made on the Continent of 
overhead high temperature radiant heaters 
for open air pavement cafés and restaurants. 
When one was sheltered from the wind it 
was surprising how comfortable one could 
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be even when the air temperature was quite 
low. There was quite an extensive range of 
these electric heaters on the market in this 
country. Some of them employed quartz 
tube heating elements, and some the familiar 
sheathed wire element, and they were mainly 
suitable for this type of personal comfort 
heating. 


NEW CONSTRUCTION ORDERS 


Figures for Second Quarter, 1959 


ONTRACTORS in the construction 

industries obtained orders for new work 
amounting to £38Iim. during the second 
quarter of this year, according to figures 
collected by the Ministry of Works. The 
figures are shown in the table together with 
quarterly figures for 1957 and 1958. They 
will appear in the September issue of ‘ Econo- 
mic Trends’ to be published by HM 
Stationery Office on September 29. The total 
value of new orders obtained was virtually 
unchanged from the value obtained in the 
previous quarter whereas between the first 
and second quarters of both 1957 and 1958 a 
reduction of about ten per cent occurred. 

Orders for new houses continued high and 
amounted to £165m.—£18m., less than in the 
first quarter of the year (on the revised 
figures) and higher than in any quarter in the 
previous two years. This figure, however, 
includes the value of all the houses to be 
erected on sites where development started 
during the quarter. 

Orders for public authorities’ non-housing 
work increased by £6m. to £103m., and 
orders for industrial building continued to 
rise: the value in the second quarter—£57m. 

-was £6m. more than in the previous 
quarter and £11m. more than a year ago. A 
number of large contracts are included in 
the figures for this quarter.

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HOUSING STANDARDS 


FRHB Evidence to Central Housing Advisory Committee 


Earlier in the year the Federation of Registered House-Builders (affiliated 
to the National Federation of Building Trades Employers) was invited to give 
evidence to the Central Housing Advisory Committee's Sub-Committee on 
Housing Standards. Following is the text of the evidence submitted by the 


Federation. 


Questionnaire and Answers 
General 


Q. 1. The most obvious matters of which 
relatively little account has so far been taken 
in the design of dwellings are: (1) television; 
(2) space for modern household equipment, 
such as washing machines, spin driers, etc.; 
(3) quiet place for children and adolescents 
to study; (4) (for some dwellings) cars. Can 
you suggest any others? 

A. 1. While the answers to this question 
are naturally related to the subject raised in 
question 2, the following are thought to be 
matters of which more account requires to 
be taken in the design of dwellings: — 

(a) There is an increased awareness of the 
need for improved forms of house heating. 
From the design point of view this involves 
better insulation, better heating and closer 
attention to lay-ovt and orientation. 

(b) The trend t4wards an ageing popula- 
jon may necessitate more attention being 
given to the provision of suitable accom- 
modation for older people in normal 
housing. This need might be met by the 
provision of a sickness or old-age room with 
appropriate independent conveniences and 
facilities. 

(c) The modern view is tending towards 
the more extensive use of shower-baths in 
addition to, or in lieu of a bathroom. 

(d) The possibility of securing some 
measure of insulation from the effects of the 
ever-increasing amount of external noise 
(jet-engines, etc.). 

(e) The possibility of an _ increasing 
demand for some form of outdoor living 
space (i.e. patios). 

Q. 2. Do you foresee any other major 
changes in patterns of living in the 
relatively near future? 

A, 2. (a) Planning legislation and the in- 
escapable shortage of land will enforce 
building up and increase the number of flat 
and apartment dwellers. In spite of this, 
a large number of people will continue to 
prefer a detached house with sufficient room 
for possible future expansion. 

(b) Shorter working hours will increase 
the demand for a utility or hobbies room 
for spare-time work. 

(c) A trend towards the full use of the 
whole living area in the house rather than 
reserving space or rooms for special 
occasions is already evident. 

(d) With the high cost and unpopularity 
of solid fuel, whole-house heating by other 
means (e.g. electricity, gas and oil) will 
become more general. 


Floor Space 

Q. 3. Please give your opinion on 
whether, generally speaking, the space pro- 
vided on current design practice in (a) 
houses; (b) flats, is reasonable. 

A. 3. It is considered that, generally speak- 
ing, the space provided in houses and flats, 
in accordance with current recommenda- 
tions from the Ministry of Housing and 


Local Government and having regard to 
current price levels, is reasonable. Some 
considerations which may render desirable a 
shift in the division of space as between 
living-rooms and bedrooms are mentioned in 
reply to the next question. 

Q. 4. If not, please indicate the type of 
dwelling concerned and whether the changes 
you think necessary should be in: (a) living 
rooms; (b) bedrooms; (c) kitchens; (d) bath- 
rooms; (e) circulation space; or in some 
other part of the dwelling or block, such as 
a utility room, store, etc. 

A. 4. (a) The maximum possible floor 
space is required in the day-living rooms of 
the houses, i.e. living rooms, kitchen and 
dining areas. 

(b) Several members have expressed the 
view that bedrooms are often unnecessarily 
large. Some advantage is obtained by 
designing smaller bedrooms with carefully 
planned built-in cupboards and furniture. 
By such means and the adoption of a more 
uniform size rather than the traditional 1 
large and 2 small bedrooms it may be pos- 
sible to provide an additional room. 

(c) The general view of house-builders, 
reflecting the requirements of the house- 
buying public, is that kitchens should be 
larger, designed to accommodate planned 
equipment and have room for the occasional! 
meal to be taken. In this connection it is 
relevant to mention that the Federation has 
welcomed the decision of the British Stan- 
dards Institution to set up committees to 
consider (i) the principles of kitchen plan- 
ning, and (ii) the co-ordination of sizes of 
domestic appliances and equipment. 

(d) It is reported also that there is a strong 
demand for bigger bathrooms. It is suggested 
that more planned space can be obtained 
by careful siting of the bathroom door. 
Several members have deplored the tendency 
to place the WC in the bathroom. 

(e) Space allowed for storage is usually 
insufficient. More profitable use could often 
be made of roof-space for the purpose of 
providing additional floor space for a utility 
room or for storage. 


Arrangement 


Q. 5. Have you any comments to make 
upon the usual living arrangements : 
(a) kitchen plus dining room plus sitting 
room ; (b) kitchen plus living room in which 
meals are taken; (c) dining-kitchen plus 
living rooms; (d) kitchen-living room plus 
sitting room, 

A. 5. (a) This is still thought to be the 
best arrangement for higher cost houses, say 
over £2,500. The dining room should be 
just big enough for its purpose leaving any 
additional space for the sitting room or 
lounge. A useful suggested arrangement 
would be that, regarding the living area as a 
rectangle with lounge or sitting room forming 
the southern half, the dining room and 
kitchen should take up the other two 
quarters, 
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(b) This arrangement can be economical 
for lower cost housing and is acceptable 
provided there is some sort of visual division 
between the dining space and the remainder 
of the living room. In some areas it is 
becoming increasingly popular as it is con- 
sidered to make the fullest use of space at 
all times. 

(c) There is a difference of opinion about 
this type of arrangement. In some areas it 
is thought to be generally acceptable for 
lower cost. housing and likely to become 
more popular since it reduces the amount of 
mealtime movement for busy housewives. 
The opposite view is held by those who dis- 
like having their meals ‘among the pots 
and pans.’ 

(d) This arrangement is generally thought 
to be no longer popular and, indeed, it is 
unacceptable in most parts of the country. 

Q. 6. Have you any comment to make 
upon open planning ? 

A. 6, While open planning has so far only 
a limited appeal, it is becoming more popu- 
lar in some parts of the country. Two main 
considerations must be taken into account: 
(a) the need for adequate heating of the 
whole area and (b) the need to provide some 
form of partition by folding or sliding 
screens to give privacy when required for 
study or special activities and to obviate 
through views from streets or neighbouring 
property. The disadvantage of lack of 
privacy for study is of course most obvious 
where there is a family with several young 
or adolescent children. Another point men- 
tioned in connection with open planning is 
the need to keep the rest of the living area 
free from kitchen smells and the need, in 
this type of planning, for some form of air 
extractor. 

Q. 7. Have you any suggestions to make 
on possible living arrangements better 
adapted to present conditions and future 
trends ? 

A. 7. The following points have been 
mentioned by members in this connection : 

(i) There is a considerable demand for 
accommodation on one floor. Bungalows 
are popular for families and flats are con- 
venient for business couples without children. 

(ii) Following a period of control and 
austerity, a tendency towards bigger and 
more fully equipped houses is to be expected. 
It is likely that an additional bathroom 
and/or showers will become usual in houses 
with four or more bedrooms. 

(iii) An arrangement adapted to present 
conditions arfd future trends is the provision 
of more terrace-type houses (with rear 
access) and the grouping of houses in a 
quadrangle or close. 

(iv) The ‘L’ shaped living room offers 
useful possibilities for sub-division in area 
thus making living space adaptable to 
changing family needs. In such an arrange- 
ment it is also possible to make use of 
furniture as a form of visual division which 
is easily adaptable. 

(v) More consideration should be given to 
the size and arrangement of garden space. 
Many house-purchasers would prefer small 
gardens provided reasonable privacy can be 
ensured. In this connection ‘ patio’ develop- 
ment may be desirable. 

Q. 8. What in your opinion is the order 
of preference of the following methods of 
front to back access in the terrace house ? 
(a) tunnel passage; (b) through store; 
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(c) front store and kitchen; (d) front store 
and utility room. 

A. 8.. There is no unanimity of opinion 
in regard to the best method of front to 
back access in the terrace house. Each of 
the methods listed can be criticised, the 
least unacceptable of those indicated being 
(b) through store. The order of preference 
would be (b) (c) (d) (a). 


Heating 


Q. 9. Please indicate the trends for home 
heating as you see them. 

A. 9. There is a strong trend for whole 
or partial central heating independent of the 
living room fire which may remain for a 
time as a traditional focal point. The trend 
is away from solid fuel and towards space 
heating by electricity, oil or gas. Electricity 
is believed to have the strongest appeal on 
the grounds of (a) cleanliness, (b) automatic 
control, and (c) the possibility of economy 
in the foreseeable future. 

Q. 10. How far do you consider that 
heating in the low cost dwelling can reason- 
ably be improved? 

A. 10. It is considered that scope for the 
improvement of heating in low cost hous- 
ing is limited. The main factors which 
could be helpful would be (i) conservation of 
heat by effective insulation, and (ii) a re- 
duction in the cost of heating appliances 
which could come from improved manufac- 
turing techniques to supply a mass market. 

Q. Il. To what extent do you foresee 
a demand for whole-house heating systems 
even if they cost more in capital and running 
costs? 

A. 11. The indications are that there will 
be a growing demand for whole-house heat- 
ing systems for houses in the price range 
above £2,500. It is likely that in a few 
years time it will be difficult to sell a house 
in that category without some form of cen- 
tral heating. Nevertheless the demand must 
be affected by the capital and running costs 
which, as suggested in answer 10, should 
be reduced by mass production methods in 
manufacture, efficient design and intelligent 
use. 

Q. 12. Would it be true to say that in 
practice the possibility of better heating at 
low costs depends upon improved insula- 
tion? 

A. 12. It is agreed that improved insula- 
tion is a most important factor in reducing 
the running costs of heating systems. In 
assessing the position it is, of course, to be 
noted that improved insulation involves an 
additional initial capital outlay. Double 
glazing is also thought by some members 
to be of considerable importance. 


Kitchen Planning 


Q. 13. Should kitchens be located on (a) 
the shady or (b) the sunny side of the house: 
or is it more important that they should be 
adjacent to the back garden? 

A. 13. It has been suggested that, particu- 
larly in view of the increased use of re- 
frigerators, it is more necessary for the kit- 
chen to have a pleasant and interesting out- 
look and to be near the back garden than 
for its position to be fixed in relation to 
sun or shade. 

Q. 14. General observations on kitchen 
layouts are invited, especially on the 
sequence of equipment and on the number 
of doors opening into or off the kitchen. 

A. 14. The layout of equipment in the 


kitchen should follow an unbroken sequence 
which, ideally, would be from food storage 
to food preparation, washing up and utensil 
storage, cooking and service to the dining 
room. The whole sequence should be in a 
straight line, or in an ‘L’ or ‘U’ formation 
thus avoiding danger of accidents in the 
circulation area. Doors should be as few 
as possible and not more than two. Mem- 
bers of the public have decided individual 
views on this question. The experience of 
one builder is that about 50 per cent. of 
prospective house-purchasers ask for some 
deviation from any standard kitchen layout. 

Q. 15. Is the present range of BS kitchen 
storage fitments satisfactory for providing a 
convenient and compact sequence? In par- 
ticular does the present BS width for fit- 
ments of 1 ft. 9 in. or multiples allow suffi- 
cient flexibility for planning? 

A. 15. The present range of BS kitchen 
storage fitments is regarded generally as 
satisfactory. There is some divergence of 
view, however, about the module of 1 ft. 9 
in, for width of fitments and 1 ft. 6 in. and 
2 ft. have been suggested as alternatives by 
some members. The Federation has wel- 
comed the appointment by BSI of committees 
to study these points. 

Q. 16. Should there be provision for most 
of the living area to be easily visible from 
the kitchen? 

A. 16. While there may be something to 
be said for such a provision in houses where 
there are small children, the general view 
is that the disadvantages outweigh the ad- 
vantages. (One member reports that the 
opinion of his own staff on this question 
was evenly divided. It was found, some- 
what unexpectedly, that the women were of 
opinion that no such provision should be 
made while the men thought it might be 
useful), 

Q. 17. To what extent are meals taken in 
the kitchen whether or not it is planned for 
that purpose? 

A. 17. Breakfast and impromptu meals 
are taken in the kitchen more frequently 
than is generally thought, especially in the 
lower and medium cost housing. 


Condensation Problems 


Q. 18. How far is condensation in kit- 
chens a serious nuisance? 

A. 18. The general view is that the con- 
densation nuisance in kitchens is being, and 
has largely been, overcome. It is of course 
most noticeable where the household wash- 
ing is done in the kitchen and, in the case of 
houses designed on the open plan, the 
desirability of a separate utility room is 
increased. Generally, however, it is thought 
that the nuisance is not serious where 
reasonable attention is given to proper 
ventilation. In modern houses with 
improved paints, extractor fans, and the 
sensible use of windows there should be no 
serious trouble from condensation. 

Q. 19. How far can clothes washing in 
houses and maisonettes be satisfactorily 
undertaken in the kitchen, as opposed to a 
utility room? Does it make a difference if 
meals are taken in the kitchen ? 

A. 19. See answer to question 18. This is 
really a question of size and timing. With 
reasonable attention to ventilation it should 
be possible to undertake satisfactorily a 
normal wash at the appropriate time, i.e. not 
at meal] times. 

Q. 20. In flats, where kitchen and bath- 
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room are on the same level, it has been 
suggested that laundry facilities should be 
in the bathroom. Does this accord with 
your experience? 

A. 20. While some members take the 
view that this suggestion is acceptable, the 
following adverse criticisms have been 
made: (a) the possible dangers arising from 
the introduction of electrical equipment into 
bathrooms (with proper and adequate wiring 
this point would have little validity); (b) 
many housewives would prefer to be able 
to deal with other household duties in the 
kitchen while keeping an eye on the washing. 

Q. 21. What are your views generally on 
the provision that should be made for the 
washing, drying, ironing and airing of 
clothes in multi-storey dwellings ? 

A. 21. Here again opinion is divided. 
Some members feel that in multi-storey 
dwellings the only effective solution is the 
provision of separate communal facilities 
for washing and drying plus built-in cup- 
boards for ironing and airing in each flat. 
A considerable number, however, feel that 
each dwelling should have its own facilities. 

Q. 22. In either houses or multi-storey 
dwellings, is provision. needed for ceiling 
airers, and, if so, where should they be 
located ? 

A. 22. Provision for ceiling airers is not 
needed. They are in any case being super- 
seded by wall-type airers or collapsible 
clothes racks which can be placed in the 
most favourable position in the kitchen, 
bathroom or elsewhere. These should be 
occupiers’ fittings. Heated towel rails in 
the bathroom are useful additional facilities 
in this connection. 


Equipment and Fittings 


Q. 23. Sanitary Equipment: (i) how many 
WC’s are required for different sizes of 
dwelling ? (ii) In what circumstances should 
the WC be in a separate compartment? (iii) 
Should the compartment contain a lavatory 


basin? (iv) If a second WC is provided, 
what is the best location for it? (v) How far 
is a lavatory basin in one bedroom 
desirable? 

A. 23, (i) While the question of cost must 
be taken into account in every case, it is 
suggested that a second WC is desirable for 
dwellings with 3 or 4 bedrooms. 

(ii) The general view is that the WC 
should be in a separate compartment 
wherever possible, particularly where there 
is only one WC in the house. 

(iii) This is desirable, particularly where 
a WC is provided in a cloakroom on a dif- 
ferent floor from the bathroom, but it is not 
essential and is often omitted because of the 
additional cost. 

(iv) The best location for the second WC 
is on the ground floor; it should be internal 
but should be easily accessible from the 
garden. 

(v) This is desirable in a 4-bedroom house 
but it is not essential and its provision is a 
matter of choice and a question of price. 

Q. 24. Kitchen Equipment: For some 
items of equipment, should only the space, 
and not the equipment itself, be provided ? 
Which should these be ? 

A. 24. Space should be provided for 
cooker, refrigerator, washing machine, spin 
drier, and ironing board. 

Q. 25. Plumbing: Please give general 
observations. 

A. 25. The following general observa-

tions have been made in regard to plumb- 
ing: (a) Design should allow for plumbing 
to consist of short runs, arranged centrally 
so as to be unaffected by frost; (b) not 
enough thought has been given in the past 
to the arrangement of plumbing. The aim 
should be to give efficient performance 
without noise and to preserve neatness of 
appearance. There is need for more study 
of these points; (c) By-laws and/or local 
water regulations should be kept in line with 
best modern practice. 

Q. 26. Electrical (lighting and power) 
points and gas points; please suggest what 
is the desirable minimum scale of provision. 

A. 26. While the provision at present is 
thought to be adequate there is some demand 
for increasing it. (In this connection it is 
perhaps necessary to stress that nothing 
should be done to invalidate the freedom of 
choice of individuals as between one source 
of power and another where they can be 
made available.) 

The desirable minimum provision of points 
is as follows :— 

Electrical. Kitchen: 1 Cooker Control 
Unit ; 2-13 amp power points ; 1 or 2 lighting 
points. Dining room: 1-13 amp power 
point; 1 lighting point. Lounge or living 
room: 2-13 amp power points; 1 or 2 
lighting points, Hall and landing: 1-13 amp 
power point; 1 lighting point. Bedrooms: 
1 power point ; 1 lighting point. Bathroom: 
1 lighting point. Linen cupboard: 1 power 
point for immersion heater. Garage: 1 
lighting point. 

In regard to television aerials it is sug- 
gested that, except in exceptional areas, 
consideration should be given to the fixing 
of internal television aerials within the roof 
space or alternatively an internal lead from 
the roof space to the living room, enabling 
the later installation of a television aerial. 
The connection point in the lounge or living 
room would provide also for an earth con- 
nection which could be used for both TV 
and sound radio sets where required. 

Gas. Kitchen: 3 if required for cooker, 
boiler fire gas poker, wash boiler. Living 
room: 1 if required for gas ignition of solid 
fuel fire. 


Storage 


General Storage Space: please 
indicate how far this is at present satisfac- 
tory or inadequate (a) in houses (b) in flats 
and maisonettes. 

A. 27. It is considered that general storage 


Q. 27. 


space both in houses and in flats and 
maisonettes is inadequate. For houses the 
position may be considerably eased where 
there is a garage. 

Q. 28. Pram Storage: how should this 
best be provided (a) in houses (b) in flats 
and maisonettes ? 

A. 28. It is necessary to bear in mind that, 
perhaps regrettably, not all occupiers require 
to have pram storage space. Where it is 
required it should be provided (a) in houses, 
internally, that is in a dry and well aired 
situation, eg, the utility room, in the hall 
space or under the stairs; (b) in flats, in 
suitable accommodation on ground floor, 
eg, special pram cubicles off the main hall. 

Q. 29. Fuel Storage : Please indicate how 
far this is at present satisfactory or inade- 
quate (a) in houses and (b) in flats and 
maisonettes. 

A. 29. (a) Provision for fuel storage in 
new houses is generally satisfactory for 


modern needs. (b) The problem in multi- 
storey buildings is eased by the elimination 
of fireplaces for solid fuel and by the pro- 
vision of central heating systems. 

Q. 30. Cupboards: how popular are 
built-in cupboards in 1ooms other than the 
kitchen ? 

A. 30. Built-in cupboards in bedrooms are 
very popular; especially with young house 
purchasers to whom the saving not only in 
space but in outlay on furniture is most 
welcome. 


Safety Considerations 


Q. 31. Experience and suggestions are 
invited. 

A. 31. The following safety considerations 

are thought to be worth attention by 
designers and others concerned :— 
_ (a) Kitchens should be planned with safety 
in mind, eg, cupboards not too close to 
cooking stove, sufficient room for pan 
handles, etc. 

(b) Door handles and window fastenings 
should be secure and fixed out of reach of 
small children, 

(c) Winders on staircases should be 
avoided. Adequate and well secured hand- 
rails should be provided (see NHBRC 
General Specification). 

(d) While electrical services and equipment 
as arranged for by competent designers and 
installed by qualified contractors are safe, 
it should be stressed that special care is 
needed in regard to the use of electric appli- 
ances near water, eg the storage tank and the 
bathroom. 

(e) Electric power points should be shutter 
type. 

(f) Gas points should have safety taps. 

(g) Fireplace and appliance manufacturers 
should give attention to the provision of 
means of fixing a fire-guard or screen. 

(h) In blocks of flats more attention is 
needed to the security of balcony balustrades. 

(i) In old people’s accommodation provi- 
sion should be made for storage at low level 
but not at floor level. 


Sound Insulation 


Q. 32. Experience and suggestions are 
invited. 

A. 32. Experience suggests that this is a 
field in which it is at present impossible to 
achieve the ideal of complete sound insula- 
tion at an economic cost. As mentioned in 
answer to an earlier question, the problem 
of securing better insulation from external 
noises (jet-engines, etc.) and local air-borne 
noises (radios, etc., through open windows) 
is an ever-growing one which merits increased 
attention by the designers of modern build- 
ings. It is hoped that it will be possible by 
the application of new techniques and 
materials progressively to improve the degree 
of sound insulation provided in attached 
houses and in multi-storey buildings. Parti- 
cular attention should be given also to the 
need for adequate insulation round rooms 
or compartments containing WCs. 


Refuse Disposal 


Q. 33. Houses: Please give your experi- 
ence of any difficulties which arise from the 
design of the dwelling, or group of dwellings, 
with any suggestions for improvement. 

A. 33. It is not thought that any serious 
difficulty arises in this respect from the 
design of the dwelling. 

Q. 34. Flats and Maisonettes : Please give 
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your experience of the various systems: (1) 
Communal chutes; (2) Grouped dustbins near 
stairs; (3) Central common midden; (4) Water- 
borne systems ; (5) Individual sink destruc- 
tors, Have you any suggestions for improve- 
ment over present practice, which is based 
largely on (1) for high blocks and (2) for 
low blocks. 

A. 34. Experience of these systems is 
limited but comments indicate that system 
(1) (communal chutes) is the most favoured 
and (5) (individual sink destructors) is con- 
sidered good where the price allows. It is 
also suggested that small incinerators are 
useful in flats as an alternative to sink 
destructors. 


The Car 


Q. 35. What should be the scale at which 
provision is made (or planned for) and in 
what ways should it be done ? 

A. 35. As far as private house-building is 
concerned it is considered that provision 
for the garaging of a car should 
be made, or planned for, in respect of 
every dwelling. The provision of space and 
access, sometimes by combined drives, is 
considered essential and new house owners 
should be encouraged, by showing the 
advantage in both appearance and cost to 
have the garage designed with the house, thus 
discouraging the random building of garages 
at a later date which may spoil the appear- 
ance of an estate. 

Q. 36 How do you envisage providing 
a high ratio of garages in (a) terrace housing 
and (b) housing at densities which require a 
proportion of multi-storey dwellings ? 

A. 36. While shortage of space may force 
developers to consider the provision of on 
site parking instead of garages for high 
density developments, the general view is 
that for both terrace housing and mutli- 
storey dwellings provision should be made 
on the site for garages in groups adjacent to 
dwellings. 

Q. 37. Are individual car-ports within the 
curtilage of a house likely to be more 
desirable than grouped hard standings? 

A, 37. Yés. 

Q. 38. Is the extra cost of a garage over 
other methods worth incurring for better 
protection and to get the extra storage 
space ? 

A. 38. It is certainly worth the extra cost 
of a garage to secure definite protection and 
extra storage space. The necessity is of 
course greater in those parts of the country 
which normally experience harder weather. 


Play Spaces 

Q. 39. Experience and suggestions are 
invited on play spaces. 

A 39. Properly designed and protected 
play areas may be desirable in certain types 
of development and, where they are, great 
care is needed in their siting. 

Q. 40. To what extent are private 
balconies necessary or desirable for children? 

A. 40. While many members consider 
private balconies neither necessary nor 
desirable, all agree that adequate protection 
should be provided to ensure safety. 


Form of Access 


Q. 41. Experience is invited on the various 
forms of access. 

A. 41. (a) Enclosed staircase access is pre- 
ferable, but separate external covered access 
to each upper flat in semi-detached blocks,

Q. 42. To what extent is balcony access, 
especially for high blocks, likely to be super- 
seded by enclosed forms of access ? 

A. 42. Balcony access is likely to be 
superseded by enclosed forms of access to 
a large extent. 

Q. 43. At what height of block should a 
passenger lift be provided, and at what 
height should alternative lift service be pro- 
vided ? 

A. 43. A passenger lift should be provided 
for blocks of 4 or more storeys. The pro- 
vision of an alternative service would 
depend to some extent on the price range of 
the property and the number of dwellings to 
be served. Broadly speaking, this would 
mean that an alternative lift service might 
be necessary for blocks of 7, 8 or 9 storeys 
and over, 


Other Matters 


Q. 44. Please deal with any other topic 
which you would like to cover. 

A. 44. The following suggestions have been 
submitted by individual members :— 

(i) Estate layout and the orientation of 
individual units in a scheme are as import- 
ant as the design itself. Landscaping of 
gardens is important also. 

(ii) Designers should keep constantly in 
mind the need for flexibility in house plan- 
ning, paying due regard to the normally 
changing housing needs of the family, from 
the stage when there are young children in 
the house, when they are at school and 
later when they have left home and finally 
when parents are retired and ageing. 

(iii) The width of footpaths in low den- 
sity residential areas required by some autho- 
rities is unnecessary and tends to make the 
lay-out too formal. The requirements of 
the Schedule of Suggested Minimum Street 
Widths for Carriageways and Footways of 
New Streets are ample and perhaps more 
than is necessary in some situations. 

(iv) The provision of telephone services 
should be accelerated to keep pace with 
housing development. 

(v) Window boxes can be a pleasant fea- 
ture in flats, provided proper provision is 
made. 


Priorities 


Q. 45. For any of your suggestions for 
improvements which are likely to cost more 
money would you please list them in order 
of importance. 

A. 45. Most improvements in standards 
of amenity and equipment will involve an 
additional outlay either in production, instal- 
lation or running costs. This factor must 
always be taken into account. As one mem- 
ber has pointed out ‘it is more desirable to 
provide good accommodation with limited 
luxuries at a price which can properly be 
afforded than to offer high priced houses 
with everything we would like but which 
would be beyond the reach of the average 
pocket.” 

Subject to this primary consideration, our 
general view is that a reasonable order of 
priority for improvements in housing stan- 


dards of design and equipment would be: 
(i) Heating and insulation (ii) kitchen plan- 
ning and equipment (iii) space standards and 
storage (iv) refuse disposal (v) sanitary equip- 
ment (second WC) (vi) electrical points. 


Standards Generally 


Q. 46. The sub-committee would be glad 
of any suggestions you may care to make 
on how the future standards can best be 
formulated without imposing undesirable 
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restrictions upon freedom of internal plan- 
ning. 

A, 46. It is assumed that the sub-commit- 
tee will be anxious to make it clear in its 
report that any conclusions which it may 
reach will be expressed as recommendations 
only. Complete freedom to experiment in 
design and in internal planning must be 
maintained at all costs, Any form of cen- 
tral regulation on these matters would be an 
impediment to further progress, 


ECONOMICS OF FARM BUILDINGS 


Nottingham University Inquiry 


ji ly School of Agriculture, Notting- 
ham University, has lately conducted 
an inquiry into the Economics of Farm 
Buildings. From an interim report on 
the subject (the main report will be pub- 
lished later this year) we take the follow- 


, ing extracts :— 


During the course of its inquiry the 
Department has found that there have been 
considerable variations in the amounts paid 
by farmers and landlords for substantially 
similar accommodation. In the case of cow- 
houses, this ranged from less than £30 to 
more than £200 a cow and from 7 to 40 
shillings per square foot of floor area. 

It was decided to conduct a * Consultant’ 
inquiry, and the Farm Buildings Association 
was chosen as the basis for these reasons: 
from earlier inquiries it appeared that in 
some cases at least money might have been 
saved (or spent more wisely) if owners had 
received the benefit of skilled advice before 
they commenced building work, Aithough 
there was considerable reluctance on the part 
of farmers to incur professional fees, there 
was a minority of owners (about 14 per 
cent) who would be prepared to pay, There 
were a number of cases discovered where 
an owner declared that he would have been 
willing to engage a consultant but did not 
know where to find one. The ALS advisory 
service often recommend to farmers that 
consultants should be engaged, but as a 
matter of policy are unable to suggest any 
names. Nevertheless, to the farmer pre- 
pared to pay for advice, but not knowing 
an adviser, the situation is not helpful and 
it was considered that a start—at least— 
could and should be made as part of the 
main inquiry. 

‘Few Consultants Employed’ 

The number of consultants (as opposed 
to agents or architects employed by estates 
or authorities) to be brought to light by the 
department’s field-survey of farm buildings 
was very small, amounting to about a dozen 
firms and there was no indication of the 
volume of their specifically farm building 
work. 

Builders, Manufacturers of Building 
Materials, Etc.: (38 replies): —Replies in this 
section were confined to members of the 
building industry. It was not part of the 
inquiry to discover the particular function of 
the businesses which the 38 replies repre- 
sented, but in many cases the information 
was volunteered. Manufacturers of steel or 
pre-cast concrete framed buildings were in the 
majority, followed by producers of building 
materials (e.g., aggregates, asbestos cement, 
insulating materials), timber merchants, and 
a varied array of other enterprises. Rather 
surprisingly there appears to be little if any 
representation in the Farm Buildings Asso- 
ciation of the traditional country builder. 

Design and Drawing Service: Thirty-one 


replies (81 per cent) indicated that it was 
normally necessary to provide a design and 
drawing service. Drawings and specifica- 
tions when required are most often produced 
by the firm’s staff, although in a few cases 
an independent architect may prepare them. 

Farmers and Landowners; (71 replies): 
For future building work 28 replies (nearly 
40 per cent) indicated a willingness to pay 
between 6 and 10 per cent of the building 
cost for competent specialist advice, design 
and supervision. This is approximately three 
times as high a proportion as was given by 
a more random sample of farmers (owners 
of buildings which were the subject of a 
‘contract-procedure’ survey) who would 
not be expected to have a particular interest 
in buildings. Twenty-five replies (35 per 
cent) were not willing ; in six cases a consul- 
tant was already retained or employed and, 
15 (including five who answered ‘ yes’ or 
*“no’) gave ‘ other’ answers. 

Research Centre: Advocating the forma- 
tion of a farm buildings research centre is 
so much of a mainstay occupation with the 
Farm Buildings Association that it is hardly 
surprising to find this idea recurring fre- 
quently in the guise of a ‘design service.’ 
Some of the many responsibilities envisaged 
for such a centre are to: (i) Conduct climatic 
cost, structural and other research, (ii) 
Investigate new types of farm buildings. (iii) 
Collate user-experience. (iv) Effect stan- 
dardisation and check standards. (v) Dis- 
seminate information, (vi) Maintain and pub- 
lish records of available products. (vii) 
Advise on the choice of suitable consul- 
tants. (viii) Provide cost guidance. 

Private versus State Design Service: Many 
consider the existing advisory service of the 
Ministry or the Scottish Colleges should be 
extended. Rather more believe a design 
service should be a private consultancy. On 
the whole, farmers usually imply that the 
service should be free. But other sections 
suggest that if it is paid for it has a better 
chance of being respected. Where private 
consultancy services have been advocated, 
the following were suggested as being neces- 
sary in addition to more specifically archi- 
tectural ability: —{i) Working knowledge of 
agriculture, (ii) Knowledge of farm man- 
agement. (iii) Knowledge of machinery and 
equipment and mechanical handling. (iv) 
Knowledge of work-study. 

Standardisation: From the building in- 
dustry section came considerable demand for 
more standardisation of ranges of buildings 
and components such as windows and doors, 
Most manufacturers were anxious to retain 
the detailed design within their own firms, 
‘ut felt that from standard and fewer designs 
would result cheaper buildings. 

Adaptation and Appearance: Within the 
Agent section there appeared to be some 
need for knowledgeable advice on adapta- 
tion of buildings and, also within this section, 
some concern with visual matters. 





INQUIRY BUREAU 


Magnesite Composition Flooring 


Q.—I have been trying without success to 
obtain the formule for the old-fashioned 
sawdust-composition floor. I believe that 
magnesite was one of the ingredients. I would 
be grateful if you could assist me in this 
matter. E.R. R. 


A.—It is not often that this type of floor- 
ing is carried out by the individual building 
contractor. as this work is a highly skilled 
Operation and is carried out by specialists. 
The main item of this type of flooring is 
the mixing of the materials in their correct 
proportions, which, to be successful, must 
be accurate and mixed by machine. The 
nature of the materials, magnesite, and the 
mixing with magnesium chloride, is not, 
unless the user is conversant with the 
materials, a simple operation to carry out. 

The materials used for these composition 
floors are, magnesite, fillers of sawdust or 
wood flour, and if required, added propor- 
tions of silica or powdered asbestos and 
pigments for colour. The magnesium 
chloride is used as the necessary agent for 
the oxychloride reaction, and the strength 
of the magnesium chloride solution used in 
denoted in terms of its specific gravity. This 
is determined by means of an immersion 
hydrometer of the baumé scale (Bé). 

The thickness of the floors are known as 
single layer or double layer. 

The single layer, 4in.-jin. thickness (fin. 
on a wood base). Proportions by weight 
(per cent)—Magnesite 70, sawdust 15, wood 
flour 7.5, pigment 7.5. In volume, 12. 10. 
7. 1. and solution 14-18 lbs. dry mix per sq 
yd, 14-1} gallons 22° Bé. 

Double layer, undercoat tin. thickness. 
Magnesite I, dry sawdust 4, solution 18° Bé. 
Top layer, jin. thickness, Magnesite 9; wood 
flour 12, powdered asbestos 4, pigment 1 (all 
by volume approx.); solution 22° Bé. 

The base should be damped before laying 
but not excessively with a magnesium 
chloride solution of 12°-14° Bé. All metal 
should be protected against corrosion with a 
bituminous paint. The mix should not be a 
wet one but kept on the stiff side and must be 
consolidated by tamping and trowled smooth 
without being heavily trowled. After 12 
hours, when the floor has set, a chloride 
solution of 15° Bé should be applied. The 
surface of the floor when dry can then be 
treated with a suitable wax polish or with 
equal volumes of linseed oil and turpentine. 

It will be noted that this type of flooring 
is intricate and it is better that a specialist 
carry out the work rather than waste money 
by experiment. The Jointless Flooring (Oxy- 
chloride) Association will give all required 
information of firms who do first-class work 
of this type of flooring. G. R. H. 





Fourth-Century Mosaic Flooring 


Scunthorpe’s Civic Centre to be built next 
year will have a floor of fourth-century 
mosaic flooring discovered on a Roman site 
at Winterton, near Scunthorpe, which is 
being excavated by the Ministry of Works. 
The mosaics had been recovered from 
the foundations of a large Roman villa 
by a special sheet-metal adhesive process 
developed in the laboratories of the Red- 
bourn steel works at Scunthorpe. 


WORK STUDY 
A Useful Booklet

THIRTY-NINE road building projects cost- 
ing over £100,000 each were started during 
the first six months of this year, against the 
previous highest total of thirty for the same 
period last year. But the overall cost of the 
new schemes (£21,714,500) is less than the 
corresponding total for last year 
(£37,036,000) which included £27,225,000 
for the first sections of the London- 
Birmingham motorway and the Ross Spur 
motorway. 


*See How They Go No. 8 ’—the latest in 
a series of coloured wall charts prepared by 
the British Road Federation to illustrate the 
progress of schemes in the Government's 
road programme, has now been published. 
It is based on information given by the 
Minister of Transport in the House of 
Commons on July 28. 


Eight of the schemes in the new chart are 
on the Al, including the Doncaster motor- 
way by-pass which will cost £5,560,000 and 
is due for completion by August 1961. 
Other motorway schemes are the Maidstone 
by-pass (A20) and the Maidenhead by-pass 
(A4), which represents the first part of the 
motorway from Chiswick flyover to 
Maidenhead Thicket on the new London- 
South Wales route.

Recent Developments in a Swedish Method 
of Unit Construction 


By Patric J. Baker 


Gr of the most interesting systems of 
prefabrication to come out of 
Sweden is that known as elementbygge 
(unit construction) on the Sundh principle. 
The designer concerned is a well-known 
engineer-contractor, Ernst Sundh, from 
the steel town of Avesta. For more than 
10 years—in spite of the failure of a num- 
ber of similar systems—he has remained 
faithful to his somewhat heavy and, on 
paper, unwieldy units. Now, after a great 
deal of development and, one imagines, 
improvisation on site, he has brought 
transportation, site-casting and painless 
erection of these units to a very fine art. 

Sundh does not confine himself to a 
fixed method of exterior wall construc- 
tion. but varies this to meet individual 
needs. In the initial stages of develop- 
ment, the walls were cast on site in light- 
weight concrete: then a sandwich design 
comprising two concrete skins with inter- 
mediate insulation was used. On a recent 
contract at Sédertalje, this was modified 
by replacing the outer skin with half- 
stone facing bricks. 

At the moment. four basic types of 
units are offered; single-skinned exterior 
wall slabs in gasbetong (‘ gas concrete ’) 
which can be cast on site in horizontal 
forms: similar units in concrete and light 
aggregate cast in vertical forms. side by 
side. on site: multi-skinned external units 
with attached internal skins, steam traps, 
insulation and visible concrete skin on the 
outside. which can either be made in local 
factories or on site; and multi-skinned 
external units for brick building, with a 
bearing inner concrete skin, steam traps, 
layer of insulation and a brick facing 
which can be produced on site. All units 
are wall or room size. 


Interior wall units are cast in either 
concrete alone or concrete with a light 
addition of aggregate in vertical forms, 
side by side. on site. They can be made 
in lengths of up to seven metres and are 
one storey high. Such items as door lin- 
tels, light cables and eyes for lifting are 
‘ built-in.” The walls are completely 
smooth when they leave the forms, so 
smooth in fact. that there is no need for 
subsequent undercoating. Experience has 
shown that the surface dressing can be 
directly sprayed on, giving a 1 to 2 mm. 
thick smooth coat. I was told that three 
men with two guns can spray 400 sq. 
metres a day. 


‘Exact Assembly’ Achieved 


With the Sundh system, the inside walls 
are always tied in with the outside walls 
so that transverse joints are not necessary. 
All the wall units are profiled so that on 
assembly everything fits exactly. The 
joints are sealed with mortar or concrete. 
Plastic jointing cement is used on multi- 
skinned units for sealing the external skin. 

The roof units are cast in flat forms or 
on the roof of the storey beneath. Ceilings 
are from 12 to 16 cm. thick depending on 
the load and the local price of reinforcing 
steel. The reinforcement is either round 
steel rod or expanded metal. 

As far as Swedish building require- 
ments are concerned, it is sufficient that 
the joints of units cast into the wall are 
bridged by straight and twisted reinforced 
steel laid into the ribs of the wall units 
and then mortared in. 

Sundh believes wholeheartedly in ‘ total 
prefabrication.” In his specialised factory 
at Korhias he builds fully fashioned bath- 
rooms, complete—where appropriate—

with shaving cabinets and water closets, 
so that only a few items of equipment 
have to be fitted manually. 

Other units, such as staircases, walls 
with plumbing and electrical services, 
ventilation and chimney elements, bal- 
cony supports, and—of course—kitchens, 
are also prefabricated, either on site or in 
one of Mr. Sundh’s remarkable factories, 
which, in his own area, never seem to be 
far away from the scene of operations. 

And so to the highly organised stages of 
stock-piling, handling and erection. Sundh 
never indulges in day-by-day planning. 
Everything is worked out well in advance, 
for if the time schedule is not carefully 
followed and the requisite units are not on 
hand when needed, the labour-saving and 
quick-finishing advantages of the system 
are soon lost. 

For projects such as multi-storey flats 
and industrial buildings, Sundh normally 
specifies a 10-ton gantry crane with a jib 
for transporting the units and lifting them 
into place. Special types of crane have 
been evolved for use with the Sundh sys- 
tem and the position of the crane tracks 
is always carefully planned to ensure 
maximum freedom of movement. The 
Swedish cranes are not restricted in fore 
and aft movements and can also be used 
transversely. They have no difficulty in 
negotiating curves. 

On the question of actual savings in 
manpower, Sundh reckons that, using his 
system, a team of 16 to 18 men working 
on an eight-hour basis can put up a mini- 
mum of 14 flats of approximately 70 
sq. m. area in a day. A glance at the 
accompanying tables of comparative lab- 
our costs gives a striking indication of 
the manner in which Sundh scores over 
traditional methods, in spite of the rather 
higher expenditure on plant 

One of Sundh’s latest projects is at 
Kalihall. 18 miles north-west of Stock- 
holm, where a number of eight-storey 
blocks containing a total of 800 flats. 
a heating centre and 120 garages are being 
built at a cost of about £3m. This is the

first time the system has been used for 
buildings more than four storeys high, and 
an immediate plant problem arose. The 
gantry cranes used by Sundh are not built 
for such heights. After the rejection of 


a proposal to purchase larger cranes from 
Germany, it was decided to employ a 
combination of the existing gantries with 
This arrangement is 


a tower ¢rane. 
working well 

The gantry crane can only be used up 
to the fifth floor, above which point the 
tower crane takes over after performing 
its initial service in the casting of units, 
striking forms and lifting the units into 
place on site. This it does up to fifth 
floor level. 

During what may be termed the second 
stage of building, the tower crane is 
moved to its new position without the 
need for dismantling. This is effected 
by means of two sections of track; while 
the crane is standing on the first section, 
it lifts the second through 180 deg.. lowers 
it igto place in front of the first section

and moves forward. This operation is 
repeated until the crane reaches its new 
working position, from where it can com- 
plete the top storeys with the exception of 
the balcony sections which, owing to their 
great weight, have to be cast in two parts. 
The total cost of plant used at Kallhall is 
in the neighbourhood of £17,250. 

The first building to be erected was a 
151 m.-long block containing 217 flats, 
four shops and a kindergarten school. 
Altogether, 1,700 internal wall units, 900 
external wall units and 700 balcony units 
were used, making a grand total—with 
balconies, staircases and completed bath- 
rooms and kitchens—of some 5,000 units. 

All units, with the exception of the com- 
plete bathrooms, are prefabricated on site. 
The wall units are made in three multiple 
forms within easy reach of the cranes. 
Over 100 units per week is the normal 
output, corresponding to an area of 800 
sq.m. Balcony units are produced in bat- 
teries of horizontal forms placed beside 
each house. The forms have concrete 
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bases and wooden sides which fit into the 
bases without nailing. The forms are 
electrically heated for 16 hours a day to 
quicken the hardening process and permit 
satisfactory casting in cold weather. The 
concrete mixing plant, which has an out- 
put of about 120 cu. m. a day is also elec- 
trically heated. These * factories ’ will be 
in use during the full period of building 
which is estimated at four years. 

An interesting point at Kallhill is the 
way in which Sundh has divorced his con- 
crete units from all electrical services by 
accommodating these in prefabricated 
skirting sections which are easily attached 
to the walls after erection. The skirtings 
are of wood and points may be fitted any- 
where along them. 

To reduce painting on site to an abso- 
lute minimum, use is made of pre-painted 
triple-glass windows, door frames with 
metal linings, pre-painted doors, kitchen 
units and fillets. The kitchen equipment 
is extremely well finished, being specially 
sprayed with hard lacquer in the factory. 
To protect the surfaces during transpor- 
tation and erection, all cupboard doors 
are delivered and mounted separately. 

Considerable interest in the Sundh sys- 
tem has been aroused in this and other 
countries and plans are afoot for the 
‘export’ of technique and certain equip- 
ment. Without question, the system per- 
mits remarkable all-round economies ahd 
its inventor is to be congratulated on 
overcoming many of the basic problems 
of movement and erection associated with 
heavy unit construction.

TURKISH ISLAMIC ARCHITECTURE. 
Unsal. 
(London: 


By Behcet 
Pp. 118, with 130 illustrations. 
Tiranti Ltd.) Price 30s. 


HE author of this little book is associate 
professor of History of Architecture at 
the Academy of Fine Arts, Istanbul. It is a 
handy summary, which has long been needed, 
of Turkish architecture of the Seljuk and 
Ottoman periods, 1071-1923; that is, up to 
the foundation of the Turkish republic. 
Although numerous buildings are well 
described and illustrated, they are all within 
the boundaries of modern Turkey, and do 
not include many other important examples 
situated in former provinces of the Turkish 
Empire at its maximum extent, when it 
embraced Egypt, North Africa, and the 
Balkan states. 

The author strongly objects to the usual 
classification of Turkish architecture as a 
mere branch of Islamic or Arab architecture 
as a whole, contending that it was always a 
style to itself, deriving much of its indi- 
viduality from the Far Eastern and Central 
Asiatic tradition, as well as from the earlier 
Byzantine style prevailing in Constantinople 
when the Turks first arrived in Europe. He 
admits, however, the strength of Persian 
influence. In his comparison of these various 
styles, he finds Turkish buildings charac- 
terised by ‘perspicuous form and monu- 
mental effect, modest harmonious propor- 
tions, simple and clear conception, character 
appropriate to the nature of the material, 
effects of space, and moderation in orna- 
ment,’ in contrast to the confused and com- 
plicated form, the intricacy, and the extrava- 
gant ornamentation of Arabian and Persian 
buildings. 

The illustrations consist of photographs 
and a number of useful plans. He includes 
many examples of the 18th-19th centuries, 
showing strong Rococo influence from 
Europe. There is a good bibliography, and 
an appendix giving biographical details of 
leading Turkish architects.

British SHOPPING CENTRES. By Wilfred 
Burns, MEng, AMICE, AMTPI. Pp. 
129, with 80 plates and 14 line drawings. 
(Leonard Hill (Books), Ltd.) Price 45s. 


HE author is deputy planning officer for 

the County of Surrey, and was previ- 
ously principal planning officer for the City 
of Coventry (which figures prominently here). 
He covers a new and important field in this 
book, for the shopping centre is a compara- 
tively new feature in town planning. It was 
tackled, of course, in the first garden cities at 
Letchworth and Welwyn, and at the Hamp- 
stead garden suburb 50 years ago, but he 
considers the example at Wilmslow, 
Cheshire, to be the oldest of all. 

He is not concerned, he tells us, with the 
actual design of shops; for, as he says, there 
are other books, mentioned in his excellent 
bibliography, which deal with that question. 
He cites recent British examples from Lans- 
bury, and from the new towns of Crawley, 
Corby, Hemel Hempstead, Harlow, Hatfield 


and Stevenage. The author points out, how- 
ever, that the tremendous increase in motor 
traffic, and the habit of so many housewives 
to do their shopping by car, has raised the 
problem of reconciling a quiet shopping pre- 
cinct, free from traffic, with extensive provi- 
sion for parking hundreds of cars close to 
the shops. Thus we have to face a situation 
already perplexing planners in America, and 
we are told of the appalling scheme for the 
city of Fort Worth, Texas, which envisages 
‘a super-highway running round the square 
mile of the pedestrian shopping and business 
centre, giving access to six garages, each of 
which will hold 10,000 cars on four floors. . . 
electric carts will travel through the centre.” 
He might have mentioned another example 
near Minneapolis (illustrated and described 
in the May number of Town and Country 
Planning) where there are 15 ‘ parking lots’ 
to serve 72 different stores. Something 
similar, illustrated and described in this 
book, has been proposed for the West Mid- 
lands in our own country. He provides a 
thoughtful and detailed study (preceded by a 
brief historical survey) of present and future 
shopping facilities, of a theory of shopping 
patterns, and of ways in which these might 
be improved. The volume is generously illus- 
trated.

Evsevier’s DicrioNARY OF BUILDING CON- 
STRUCTION. By C. J. Van Mansum. (Else- 
vier Publishing Company, Amsterdam. Dis- 
tributors in Britain, D. Van Nostrand Co. 
Ltd., London.) Price 85s. 

HIS volume will be useful to all persons 
connected with building who have to 
read foreign technical publications or to 
translate English technical terms into foreign 
languages. It covers four languages: * Eng- 
lish / American,’ French, Dutch and German. 

It is one of a series of polyglot dictionaries 

published on principles favoured by 

UNESCO , and ranging from * Wood’ to 

‘Criminal Sciences.” (The last-named, by 

the way, is the only one which covers as 

many as eight languages!) 

The arrangement is ingenious. Thus, in 
the volume under review, the first or * basic’ 
section is ‘ English/American’ and includes 
8,300 terms in alphabetical order. These are 
printed in four columns to a page: English/ 
American, French, Dutch, German. Sup- 
pose that an English reader wishes to know 
the French for * reinforced concrete,” he finds 
it in English as item 3613 in the first column, 
and its French equivalent, béton armé, in 
column two. If, on the other hand, he 
encounters the term béton armé in a French 
technical manual, he can find its English 
meaning in this dictionary by turning to the 
French thumb-index which forms the third 
section, and there it is—‘ héton armé, 3613, 
referring him back to the English or ‘ basic’ 
section. There are similar thumb-indexes for 
Dutch and German. 

The total of 8,300 terms seems rather start- 
ling; and, indeed, the list does include some 
which can hardly be regarded as peculiar to 
building or architecture. A personal experi- 
ment with some 50 English terms proved 
that most of them were covered. The few 
exceptions including blocking-course, linen- 
fold panelling. prestressing, zoning; and while 
brise soleil does not appear in either the 
English or the French sections, it is rather 
surprising that bolection moulding finds a 
place.

HIS is a second and improved edition of 

the work first published in 1949 which 
was appreciated for the lucid manner in 
which the author explained practically every 
kind of draughtsmanship needed by an 
architect in his career. 

Draughtsmanship is the media by which 
the architect expresses his ideas in order to 
explain to his client, and later to the crafts- 
men who will carry out the work, the 
required accommodation and appearance of 
a projected building. A student of architec- 
ture must therefore have a fundamental 
knowledge of drawing and drawing office 
procedure and practice upon which to base 
his own particular ideas, style and form of 
presentation. 

Mr. Forman has succeeded in producing 
a fully illustrated work which sets out simply 
and clearly these fundamental principles, 
using his own experience and skill to guide 
the student. Valuable information on pre- 
sentation, the production of working draw- 
ings and full-size details, colouring, perspec- 
tive, isometric and axonometric drawing is 
given with comprehensive illustrations, 
There is also a chapter on the construction 
of models and a final word on the drawing 
Office itself.

bean work, designed primarily for the pro- 
fessional and amateur, is the perfect 
answer for all do-it-yourself enthusiasts.

OST books dealing with the elementary 
stage of the theory of structures are 

often made unnecessarily difficult by a highly 
mathematical approach, The authors of this 
work have therefore treated the subject by 

Starting at the beginning and using the 

simplest mathematics consistent with 

accuracy. 

Since it is of little concern to have the 
answer to a specific problem correct to five 
or six decimal places, most of the calculations 
have been made with the aid of a slide rule. 
This is considered adequate for practical 
purposes and obviates the need for lengthy 
and laborious calculation.

A GREAT deal of painstaking research 
must undoubtedly have been done to 
produce such a detailed work as this. Results 
of intensive study are explained in full; the 
behaviour of reinforced concrete members 
under maximum stresses and the manner in 
which members fail under strain are illus- 
trated with diagrams, photographs and 
calculations, 

Emphasis is laid on the ultimate strength 
concept and explanation of the physical pro- 
perties which make ultimate strength design 
most practical. *Axially’ loaded columns 
are dealt with, introducing the student to 
major problems created by ‘shrinkage’ and 
‘creep’. The behaviour of columns at 
failure is described and illustrated. There 
are descriptions of how beams fail, and the 
development of the ultimate strength theory 
for flexural members; sections on materials 
and specification, beams, sheer stress, canti- 
lever, flat slabs, distribution of concentrated 
loads. footings, and prestressed concrete. 

A complete and up to date introduction to 
the fundamentals of reinforced concrete is 
the chief aim of the author so that the book 
can be used for reference by practicing 
engineers, as an aid to teaching and as 
a textbook for students.

HE author in dealing with the many 

aspects of boiler house technique has 
successfully combined practice with theory 
to produce a work suitable as a textbook for 
use in preparing for professional examina- 
tions. The treatment is both simple and 
clear and will prove to be a firm foundation 
on which to develop a knowledge of boiler 
house design and construction. 

The text is freely illustrated with diagrams 
and photographs and there are example cal- 
culations wherever applicable. Graded prob- 
lems, many of which have been taken from 
actual examination papers, are included at 
the end of each chapter. There are separate 
sections on combustion, water treatment, 
beiler testing, fuels, efficiency trials and 


smoke abatement. Each section is reason- 
ably self-contained and can be studied 
independently of the others. 


A latent feature of this book is that a 
full consideration of the problems arising in 
boiler house construction will assuredly 
Stimulate the economic use of the country’s 
fuel resources. 


Since boiler houses are a major source of 
air pollution, it is extremely gratifying to 
see a whole chapter dealing with this prob- 
lem, its causes and its prevention.

Paper to Town and Country Summer School 


by Lt-Col. G. G. Haythornthwaite, TD, AMTPI, ARIBA 


AMONG the benefits of a slow moving 

and uncongested society such as 
existed in Great Britain prior to 1810 was 
the harmonious landscape. This was 
assured by natural limitations imposed 
upon our forefathers. They were obliged 
to build in local materials; to group settle- 
ments close together on sheltered sites for 
protection from the weather; to use the 
natural slopes of the land to the best ad- 
vantage for each house; and to concen- 
trate settlements near local supplies of 
water or near sources of raw materials 
for manufacture or where there were 
facilities for trade. That which was addea 
to the landscape was in this way con- 
formed to its harmonies and also made 
coherent patterns. Aiso our forefathers 
had to experience life in a very small 
compass, and therefore concentrated their 
energies intensely. They were able, for 
example, to raise and support magnificent 
churches and market halls in very small 
communities; and to understand the capa- 
bilities of stone and timber so deeply that 
their shapes in building assumed propor- 
tions which now seem not merely exact 
but inevitable. 


To-day these constraints have gone and 
it may appear that we have thereby be- 
come masters of our environment. We 
have apparently a free choice of building 
materials; and it seems that with earth- 
moving machinery and with pumps and 
pipes to drive water or sewage uphill, we 
are relieved of the need to study local 
land falls. 


The Necessity of Control 

The evidence of what has happened 
since 1810 is before us to-day, and 
suggests that the mastery which we seem 
to have achieved of our surroundings is 
illusory; for our environment has changed 
not in a desired direction through rational 
controlling, but against our will and intel- 
lect in response to economic pressures. 
The situation is such that, if we want to 
retain the residues of a bearable environ- 
ment, let alone to restore it worthy of 
the dignity and greatness of the human 
spirit, we shall have to rouse ourselves to 
control fully the raw forces of civilisation 
and cease to regard them as irresistible. 

Local authorities administer the full 
rigours of new street procedures or the 
building by-laws, for example, without re- 
garding them as in any way exacting al- 
though they greatly interfere with indivi- 
dual liberty and impose costs which are a 
heavy burden. The control of architec- 
tural and landscape design requires the 
same fortitude in local planning authori- 
ties. 


The Attributes of Beauty 


In defining what should be the best 
environment, we turn™inevitably to the 


term * beauty.’ As a stimulus it is readily 
appreciated and its reality as a common 
experience of observant persons is in no 
doubt. Beauty demands careful attention 
and patient study, and does not always 
fire the heart at once. Secondly, beauty 
is not subject to fashion, though new and 
unfamiliar manifestations of it may take 
time to establish themeselves, but once 
established take a permanent place in our 
estimation. Thirdly, beauty evokes a 
similar response whatever its vehicle, but 
each vehicle is uniike another and is 
uniquely precious. 

Such things as have these attributes 
should be recognisable after careful study, 
and form a corpus of accepted ‘beautiful’ 
things, which will be constant in their 
effect, unaffected by fashion and each 
uniquely precious. And in works of art 
this appears to be the case. Observant 
persons, recognising such works, have 
collected them throughout the world over 
the ages; and, they are accepted as objects 
of beauty, not oniy by discriminating 
persons, but by society as a whole, and it 
is generally conceded that the Temple of 
Abu Simbel in Nubai of 1330 BC, the 
Parthenon in Athens of 450 BC, Sancta 
Sophia in Constantinople in AD 537 and 
King’s College Chapel at the end of the 
fourteenth century, to point to three 
millenia of artistic effort, are still instinct 
with timeless beauty, and each is unique. 

These considerations apply equally to 
natural scenery. A body of observant 
persons will be moved by a common ex- 
perience of beauty in a natural landscape. 
That there should be preference for 
different landscapes does not destroy the 
premise of the argument, for individuals 
are drawn in their preference not by 
beauty alone. Special interests in the 
countryside will colour a landscape with 
personal pleasure. Among the same sec- 
tion of the public a common agreement is 
also found, that much of man’s rearrange- 
ment of the landscape has dissipated the 
climate in which beauty could irradiate 
their hearts, and the loss of interest in 
the landscape is total. For with the 
destroying of beauty all those endearing 
and additional affections and interests are 
also destroyed. 

In spite of the disfigurement which 
free development nas propagated since 
1810, there seems to be a surprising attrac- 
tion in it for some administrators and 
some architects. Some architects resent 
what they consider to be uninformed in- 
terference with their aesthetic mission. 
There is a tendency among the younger 
adventuring architects to be esoteric. 
When one is throwing out new ideas, the 
fear of misunderstanding drives men and 
women—especially young ones—into 
adopting a hierarchical attitude to protect 
themselves: to talk in terms which they 
hope will mystify the critical laity and 
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subdue their inquiries, and leave them, 
the young architects, to operate in their 
own field without constraint. When how- 
ever this field is also the whole environ- 
ment of the laity, when the shape of one’s 
surroundings is being determined, it is too 
much to expect that such inquiry should 
be diverted by claims to divine rights in 
architecture. What is so important for 
the laity is how far the architect projects 
his thinking beyond the limits of his 
single building, and whether he assumes 
any responsibility for the integrity of the 
landscape at large. To require assurance 
of this should not obstruct the develop- 
ment of architecture; on the contrary, it 
should help to diversify its expression. 


The Touchstone of Good Taste 


Good taste is something which can be 
cultivated and improved; and architecture 
and landscape are matters of knowledge 
capable of being learnt, and a fuller 
understanding of them must inevitably 
lead to a better environment for us all. 
But there are some administrators who 
like Chaucer's Monk * Yaf not of that 
text a pulled hen’ and claim for each one 
of the Queen’s subjects the right to select 
his own or her own surroundings. On 
this reckoning, it is valid to say, ‘1 do not 
know anything about art but I know what 
I like,” and to allow our surroundings 
to take shape from anarchy. A hundred 
and fifty years ago, Humphry Repton, 
the great landscape gardener, was con- 
fronted with the same argument and he 
said then: ‘Its dangerous tendency, 
added to its frequency, must plead my ex- 
cuse for taking notice of the following 
vulgar mode of expression, “I do not 
profess to understand these matters, but 
I know what pleases me.” This may be 
the standard of perfection with those who 
are content to gratify their own taste with- 
out inquiring how jt may affect others: 
but the man of good taste endeavours to 
investigate the causes of the pleasure he 
receives and to inquire whether others 
receive pleasure also.’ 

As to the emergence of a contemporary 
vernacular, similar to those which en- 
riched our landscapes in the time of 
Elizabeth I, James 1, William and Mary, 
and the four Georges, I see no such thing 
emerging from the welter of similarly 
shaped and coloured dwellings which 
have blotted out so much of the natural 
beauty of these islands. A vernacular 
means something essentially rich in local 
character. The essentials of modern house 
building are neither rich nor local: they 
are mean and universal. It is as much the 
failure of an individual architect to ex- 
tend his creative thinking from the single 
building to the whole environment, as it is 
the reluctance of society to make more 
use of the architect, which accounts for 
the whole distressing situation. 


Architects and Local Authorities 


Whoever he is who will not subordinate 
his addition to the landscape to the main- 
tenance of its existing harmonies, then 
there’s no help for it: he should be made 
todo so. The existing landscape is a very 
large, greatly loved composition upon 
which an architect or a builder is 
privileged to make a relatively small 
addition. The architectural profession 
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generally seems to have recognised this 
for a long time, and for over 30 years, 
since 1928, has engaged in assisting local 
authorities in many counties of England 
and Wales in the contro] of elevations. 
Qn November 29, 1928, the Minister of 
Health issued his Circular 940, giving 
notice that the Council for the Preserva- 
tion of Rural England in conjunction with 
the RIBA had set up panels covering all 
parts of England and Wales, which were 
availabie for giving advice in the general 
preservation of amenities of rural areas, 
and he went on to recommend their use 
by the local authorities. Panels of archi- 
tects, under the general supervision of the 
Central Panels Committee of the Council 
for the Preservation of Rural England 
RIBA and IoB, have operated widely 
since then, and are stii] doing so with ex- 
cellent results. Where panels have been 
set up, they have secured the confidence 
of the local government officers con- 
cerned, and they are operating smoothly. 
It is of interest that in some cases the 
services of the panel are paid at profes- 
sional rates, notably in Cheshire, Devon 
and Kent. 

In conjunction with the work of the 
panels, building manuals have been pro- 
duced by various branches of the Council 
for the Preservation of Rural England, 
and more recently by some National Park 
authorities. It is instructive to study the 
advice given in these manuals because 
they show the general direction of 
thought, which although defending a 
sorely beset position with great skill and 
success, has not yet provided a body of 
agreed principles from which a natural 
flow of architecture can be allowed to 
develop and enrich our environment. Nor 
has the operation of the panels been more 
successful in this direction. 

Little progress has been made, because 
movement away from good and accept- 
able traditional forms, upon which the 
gallant defenders of our landscapes had 
perforce to rely, has all too often been 


towards rupture of existing harmonies, by 
stark and sometimes repellent designs 
more often than not in alien materials, 
by architects claiming pre-eminence for 
their own uncongenial ideas, at the 
expense of settled and beautiful land- 
scapes. 


Suggested Code of Landscape 
Control 


In the face of such assaults, however 
virile and however stimulating to intellec- 
tual activity, the defenders of environ- 
mental harmony have been right to resist 
innovations, as they have resisted illiteracy 
in design. But we should not ignore the 
fact that such defence has not provided 
an acceptable code of landscape conduct, 
by which fresh manifestations of archi- 
tectural beauty could freely develop. The 
general principles for such a code could 
be found by simple analysis of any visual 
image, and by relating the analysis to the 
existing landscape, and in so doing to 
underline the intentions of the CPRE 
and National Park building manuals and 
of the panels. I wish to suggest an 
approach on these lines. 

First, | claim primacy for the natural 
landscape as something unchanging in its 
appeal, unaffected by fashion, and unique; 
and therefore possessing the attributes of 
beauty. 

A natural object makes itself known to 
the human eye in three ways: as colour, 
as line and as texture. Colour itself needs 
no explanation. Line is the boundary of 
colour. Texture is the combination of 
varying degrees of light and shade 
in colour. In any daylit landscape colour 
contained by line and modified by texture 
therefore provides the form of ali that we 
can see. 

We could apply controls as a code with- 
out difficulty: a uniform colour standard 
for a whole geological region, and a con- 
trol of siting to ensure coherent and excit- 
ing patterns. This is the basis of all 
regional definition from Venice to Bake-

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well and, I suspect, the whole world over. 

In districts where the landscape has 

een confused by the moltey use of 
materials, and where no_ particular 
materials show themselves on the ground, 
a new standard could be started as that 
for Venice was started. The prior exist- 
ence of a building tradition, in accord 
with the existing colour harmonies, is a 
priceless advantage, but the lack of it 
should not prevent the planning officer 
and his panel from determining a new 
uniform, preferably based on some good 
traditional remnant. 

There remains for consideration the 
individual shape, or the colour outlines of 
each separate design. A church steeple 
proclaims its dominant purpose in its 
shape. Any building which has nothing 
of general interest to call attention to, 
should assume an outline parallel with the 
horizon. In a single building where hori- 
zontal lines are dominant, vertical inci- 
dents can be used to dispel monotony, and 
to give lively interest. In the same way, 
within the general dominant colour-form 
of the whole structure, determined by use 
of say the gritstone of the Peak, incidental 
colour and texture can be used on doors, 
windows, panel walls, and pergolas, and 
so forth. It is, however, necessary to 
ration strong colours both in surface 
extent and in number and also to define 
colour boundaries by use of a white edge. 
for instance between the window glass 
and fabric of the walls. Both walls and 
windows are heavy colour-forms and the 
white painting of the window frame and 
wooden cill defines their boundaries, and 
makes them live. The same is true of any 
significant area of colour. In much the 
same way that one can accept panels of 
different cuvlour, it is possible to accept a 
non-committal surface, such as stucco or 
colour-wash or roughcast, so long as there 
is sufficient stonework, or other charac- 
teristic local material adjacent, in the com- 
position, to tie it down to the site. But 
drabness inevitably will out, once these 
materials are dominant. 

I am persuaded that the loss to architec- 
tural quality and coherence, through the 
general use of flat roofs in hilly and open 
country, is so serious that only in excep- 
tional cases, where siting conditions are 
favourable, should they be approved for 
ihe following reasons. A pitched roof pre- 
sents a differently inclined plane of colour, 
and so adds a secondary colour-form to 
the composition. Its inclination allows a 
grading of colour away from the eye, and 
softens the otherwise hard edges of the 
cube, which in our softly graded scenery 
is always a harsh irritant. In the rich 
materials which can be chosen for a 
pitched roof, it presents a pleasantly tex- 
tured surface when seen directly from 
above, which is often the case in the hills; 
and, I do not think it is a really satisfac- 
tory alternative to hide the flat asphalt 
surface under a covering of sods, as is 
done in the small building adjacent to M. 
le Corbusier’s Notre Dame de Ronchamp. 
Lastly, in any district of normal rain and 
snowfall, the pitched roof is a more effi- 
cient machine. 

With men trained to a high competence 
in the design and construction of single 
buildings, such a cOde of conduct would

But there 
remains the utter illiterate, the builder 
who produces the pyramid topped box at 
12-to-the-acre, like square beads on a wire. 
Here the architectural profession should 
take a hand. They recently made a 
strenuous attempt, by offering to the pub- 
lic partial services of qualified architects 
at £45 per house. This should be made 
widely known. Until, however, the RIBA 
has solved the problem of illiteracy some- 
thing must be done; and it will be neces- 
sary for the planning officer to take 
designs on to his drawing board, and pull 
them together. It is not enough merely 
to straighten up the chimneys, remove the 
rays of the rising sun fram the front door. 
and tuck the soil pipe into an inconspi- 
cuous position, and generally tidy up one 
house. It is essential that whole layouts 
and their inter-communicating roads and 
footpaths should be given a_ pattern 
integrated with the landscape. To repeat 
at 12-to-the-acre ad nauseam, some decent 
little house redesigned in the planning 
office, to a pattern bearing no devised 
relationship to the rise and fall of the 
land or the existing elements of the land- 
scape, even though the colour and tex- 
tures and general outline are according to 
standard, is in the end incoherent and 
unintelligible, and planning has failed. 


THE BUILDER AND THE LANDSCAPE 


Mutual Advantages in Saving Unnecessary expense 


By H. Van Zomeren 


[HE jobs of builder and landscape 

gardener have little in common; they 
both are building something, but most are 
laymen in each other’s occupation. The 
builder sees very little of the gardener’s 
work, he moves out when they come in. 
What the landscape man sees of the 
builder’s work is not the prettiest side, 
and all too often it represents a landscape 
like that which exists on the moon. How- 
ever, the owner of the new building 
expects that out of this wilderness the 
gardener will create something beautiful 
—a garden in which it is a pleasure to sit 
or walk—and that mostly within three 
months! 

We have to make here a distinction 
between the different sorts of buildings 
ihat go up. Anything that is built for a 
council, corporation or the Government 
is often already under supervision by a 
landscape architect before any building 
work is done, and he sees to it that the 
builder complies with his plans. We will 
be dealing here with private building, and 
for some building societies. 

In general, the requirements for a 
garden are a lawn, flower borders, 
rockery and vegetable garden; sometimes

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GARDENER 


there has to be an orchard, sunken 
garden, fishpond or a waterfall, but the 
great majority consist of the first four 
items. When we view a place we always 
try to make use of what is existing. If 
some good pasture is available we will 
spray selective weedkillers on it and rake 
in some good lawn grass seed, but gener- 
ally the pasture is badly cut up by lorries 
or other heavy equipment, materials have 
been stored on it and we have to dig the 
lot and seed it afresh—a costly opera- 
tion, especially when we find later on 
that chemicals have been spilled, and we 
have to dig out whole spots and bring in 
fresh soil. 

Where the rockery is to be formed, 
fresh soil has to be heaped up, and there 
would be the ideal place for the builder 
to store his materials, do the mixing and 
let his lorries turn. 

Rubble is often buried, and we have 
to dig it out and replace with soil—we 
know from experience that many 
builders are not aware that their men are 
burying the rubble, but they should 
ensure that it is removed. We mostly 
have neither the equipment nor the place 
to deal with this, especially when the 
rubble is present in considerable quanti- 
ties, and the owner finds an extra item 
on his bill when we have to hire a 
remover. We attach great value to trees 
growing on the site. The valuable ones 
are oak, birch, beech, elm and any Picae 
(fir trees); undesired ones are willows and 
alder. We can knit our pattern much 
easier if they are there and undamaged, 
but we find too often that heavy equip- 
ment has pushed them over, or the bark 
has been damaged. 

When foundations are dug, the first spit 
is valuable topsoil, the second spit is sub- 
soil and still of use to us, but the third 
and deeper is worthless. We often find 
them mixed up, and have to remove most 
of the soil and bring in new, and if the 
builder brings in soil it should be good 
soil. If soil has to be dumped, think of 
the rockery spot; we are grateful if a heap 
is made over there. Any natural stones 
should be left on the site, we need them 
for the rockery or for crazy paving. 

When window boxes are constructed 
from the window right down to the 
ground a solid concrete bottom is often 
laid. This should not be done. If such 
boxes are planted up they will become 
waterlogged and the plants die, and it is 
best to put nothing in them. Boxes ffom 
the ground should be at least 18 in. 
deep and constructed with holes in the 
bottom for drainage. Window sills are 
mostly too narrow to hold pot plants com- 
fortably—18 in. should be the minimum 
width for this purpose. 

We as landscape gardeners like to have 
a talk with the builder when he starts his 
work, which is not always possible, as the 
new owner is sometimes not known before 
the house is completed, but it is a great 
help if it can be done.

LIGHTING 

An elficiency of 100 lumens per watt, an 
improvement of 25 per cent over any other 
practical light source in the world, is claimed 
for a new 200 watt SODIUM LAMP now being 
used for street lighting. Being designed with 
pre-heated electrodes, the lamp requires no 
high voltages. It starts and operates from 
320 volts and the control gear is tapped for 
supplies ranging from 200-250 volts. Cres- 
cent sections formed in the arc-tube provide 
a directional output of light which is a third 
greater sideways than downwards. 

In conjunction with the lamp a specially 
designed lantern is being marketed for spigot 
mounting at heights of from 25 to 35 feet.

Its weight 
per cubic foot is only 8 pounds as against 
approximately 95 pounds per cubic foot of 
sand. It provides good thermal insulation 
and has a high resistance to fire.

TECHNICAL PUBLICATIONS 
Cathodic Protection 

Tue cause of, and remedy for, corrosion 
is the subject of an interesting booklet pub- 
lished by Sturtevant Engineering Company, 
Ltd. 

In an explanation of corrosion, the 
analogy to a dry cell is apposite where the 
corroding zinc case is the means of elec- 
trical output which flows to the central 
carbon rod. What, in fact, happens to a pipe- 
line in contact with soil or water is that, 
depending upon, amongst other things, varia 
tions in the metal, some areas of the pipe 
will become cathodes {i.e. receive electricity 
like the carbon rod) and other areas anodes 
(i.e. supply electricity like the zinc case). 
Where current flows from the pipe, corrosion 
will occur, where current enters, it will not. 
To prevent rust it is obvious that the entire 
structure must be made cathodic and this is 
done by introducing an external anode, 
which must be a metal of higher potential. 
from which current will now flow to the 
anodic area of the pipe line. This is known 
as the principle of cathodic protection and 
it is the development and application of this 
method that is described in the booklet.

Designed as a link between school and 
industry, a pre-apprenticeship course of one 
year in building has started at the Ports- 
mouth College of Technology for secondary 
modern schoolboys. So far, only 18 boys 
have enrolled, and another 20 are wanted. 
Deploring the poor response, Councillor 
W. J. Evans, Chairman of the College 
Governors, said: * This is one of the most 
important educational moves the city has 
seen for some time. I am quite certain that 
in this city there must be another 20 who 
would welcome the opportunity of taking 
this course.’ Local building firms have pro- 
mised to give preference to boys taking the 
course, and employment in the local building 
industry is guaranteed for those who pass it. 


* Accidents’ 


The July issue of ‘Accidents,’ the quarterly 
journal published by HMSO for the Ministry 
of Labour and National Service, like pre- 
vious issues, deals with accidents at factories, 
docks, building operations, and works of 
engineering construction. It shows how they 
happen and how to prevent them. The 
publication is based on accidents which have 
been notified to HM Factory Inspectorate.

Supermarket Negotiations Fail 


Negotiations between Birmingham Cor- 
poration and the developers on the plan for 
a £4,000,000 supermarket and other buildings 
as part of the reconstruction of the Bull Ring 
markets area have broken down, The Public 
Works Committee has now decided to adver- 
tise nationally for comprehensive schemes 
and tenders to be submitted before Decem- 
ber 14. Councillor D. S. Thomas, chairman 
of the committee, said that the committee 
had -been much impressed with the projected 
plan but could not come to satisfactory con- 
clusions with the developers over terms. 

Earlier this year the comprehensive scheme 
put forward by Property and General Invest- 
ments Ltd. was approved in principle and 
work was to have started this autumn. The 
committee has decided to stipulate that 
schemes submitted should include a bus 
station, car parks for about 500 cars, a retail 
market, wholesale and retail fish markets 
and shopping frontages. 


Shoreditch, Hackney and Highbury 
The committee of the Shoreditch, Hackney 


and Highbury Housing Association have 
published their annual report for 1958. Sir 
Alexander Ingleby-Mackenzie was elected as 
chairman in May, succeeding Sir Hugh 
Beaver who held the position for ten years. 
The report contains the balance sheet and 
revenue account for the year ended Decem- 
ber 31, 1958. 


Extra Houses for Key Workers 


In view of the difficulty being experienced 
by local firms in getting skilled labour, the 
Ministry of Housing 2nd Local Government 
have told Frimley and Camberley Council 
that they will grant an extra allocation of 
24 houses. The Council are to ask indus- 
trialists if they need the houses which would 
be let at economic rents. 

The Council] sought the Ministry’s view 
after firms had complained of their difficul- 
ties in obtaining skilled men because of 
housing shortage.

CANADA.—The University of Saskat- 
chewan have announced a $14m. building 
programme. .. . The Sheraton Corporation 
of America has purchased the land for 
Edmonton’s new $7m.

Sherbrooke Paper Products Ltd. are to con- 
struct a $2m. new plant at Ville La Salle, 
near Montreal, .. . The Canadian Bank of 
Commerce are to construct a 40-storey office 
building in Montreal. . . . Western Grocers 
Ltd. are to construct a new $1m. warehouse 
and office building in Regina. . . . Details of a 
$19m. road construction programme have 
been announced by the Manitoba Govern- 
ment. This supplements the $33m. pro- 
gramme announced last autumn. . . . Premier 
Bennett, of British Columbia, announced that 
the construction of many new pulp mills will 
commence shortly around the Prince George 
area. Tenders will also be invited for the 
paving of the Prince George-Jaspér highway 
and the John Hart highway... . A $4m. 
hangar is to be constructed for the RCAF 
station at Trenton, Ontario. ... A new town, 
to house 1,500 people, will be constructed 
near the Swans Hill oii field, approximately 
150 miles northwest of Edmonton, Alberta. 

TRINIDAD. — Plans for building a 
$200,000 home for mentally retarded children 
in Port of Spain, are well advanced. The 
building is planned to house 100 resident 
children, with school and feeding accommo- 
dation for an additional 100... The Govern- 
ment is planning an extension to the mental 
hospital involving alterations to two floors 
and make provision for a further 160 beds. 
The extension is estimated to cost $200,000. 

An extension to the pathology depart- 
ment of the general hospital to include 
provision of room for a blood bank. 


Equador Dredging Contract 


THE joint venture of Richard Costain 
Limited and Dredge & Reclaim Limited (the 
UK subsidiary of D. Blankevoort & Zoon 
NV) have been successful in obtaining a 
dredging contract, value £14m. at the Port 
of Guayaquil. The work will be carried out 
for Compania Raymond SA, who are mem- 
bers of the Raymond Group and who are 
responsible for the overall Port Develop- 
ment. The contract will involve the moving 
of some 14 million cubic yards of dredged 
material, most of which will be pumped 
ashore as reclamation. 


Mechanised Building for Hungary 


HUNGARY is to spend more than £30m. to 
step up mechanisation of her building indus- 
try. Ten thousand skilled workers will be 
trained to handle new machines. By increas- 
ing productivity in this way the Ministry of 
Building hopes to overcome to some extent 
the expected shortage of labour in the indus- 
try brought about by the heavy building pro- 
gramme envisaged in the five-year-plan com- 
mencing 1961. 

Giving this information to a technical con- 
ference of building machine engineers in 
Budapest recently, Mr. Lorand Toébids, head 
of the technical development section of the 
Ministry of Building said that in the next 


few years 2,000 heavy and 3,600 light 
machines will be put into operation. The 
Ministry will buy from abroad 120 rubber- 
wheeled excavators, 70 caterpillar excava- 
tors, bulldozers, soil movers, earth borers, 
soil packers and universal earth-work 
machines. Hoist cranes at present in use 
will be gradually replaced by self-mounting 
tower cranes, some of the larger of which 
will be imported. By the end of the five- 
year-plan more than 1,000 new concrete 
mixers will be brought into use. 


Bus Terminals for Dominican 
Republic 


In the development of plans to widen and 
improve the scope of transport, the 
Dominican Republic government propose to 
build up a network of bus stations through- 
out the Republic. By arrangement with the 
Department of State for Transport and 
Communications, the Dominican Municipal 
League is working on a plan for bus 
terminals. 

Stations will be rectangular with waiting 
room, transit room, a small restaurant, toilet 
accommodation and a parcels office. The 
enclosed areas are thus strictly limited to the 
main essentials, congestion avoided and 
above all, construction costs are cut to a 
mihimum.

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HOUSING IN AUSTRALIA 
A Record Production Year 


THe Australian Minister for National 
Development, Senator the Hon. W. H. 
Spooner, states that the preliminary figures 
of dwelling (houses and flats) construction 
released by the Commonwealth Statistician 
for the June 1959 quarier show that during 
1958/59 more houses and flats were com- 
pleted in Australia than for any previous 
year since the war. 

Dwellings completed during the June quar- 
ter at 21,730 brought the total estimated 
completion figure for the year 1958/59 to 
84,059 houses and flats compared with 74,585 
completed in 1957/58, a rise of 12.7 per cent. 
The previous best effo-t was in 1954/55 when 
82,110 units were completed. Commence- 
ment figures also remain high. For the June 
quarter 21,050 units were completed to bring 
the 1958/59 figure to 81,779 compared with 
73,347 in 1957/58, an increase of 11.5 per 
cent. 

For New South Wales dwellings cem- 
pleted during the June quarter were esti- 
mated at 7,853, making a total of 29,958 for 
1958/59 compared with 26,445 in 1957/58 

a rise of 13.3 per cent. Commencements 
during the quarter are estimated at 7,372 
and bring the number commenced in 1958/59 
to 29,501 compared with 25,845 in 1957/58, 
a rise of 14.1 per cent. Completions in Vic- 
toria during the quarter at 6,424 brought the 
total for 1958/59 to 25,768 compared with 
22,471 in 1957/58, an increase of 14.7 per 
cent. Commencements in Victoria at 6,145 
brought the total for 1958/59 to 24,302 com- 
pared with 23,216 in 1957/58, an increase 
of 4.7 per cent. 

The greatly improved building effort for 
the financial year just ended reflects the sub- 
stantial increase in the flow of finance from 
private lending institutions, such as banks 
and life assurance companies, as well as the 
large contributions being made from Govern- 
ment funds. The Government looks to pri- 
vate institutions to maintain their present 
strong support of the housing programme. 


ANNUAL HOLIDAYS SCHEME 

Operatives Apply for Extension 

THe National Federation of Building 
Trades Operatives, on behalf of its affiliated 
trade unions, has appiied for an increase of 
3d. per week in the value of the annual holli- 
day stamps and for an additional week’s 
holiday, making the annual period three 
weeks, The applications are made in a letter 
sent by the NFBTO to the National Federa- 
tion of Building Trade Employers and the 
Federation of Civil Engineering Contractors. 

Under the building and civil engineering 
industries’ Holidays With Pay Scheme, the 
present value of the weekly credit stamps 
for annual holidays is 8s. (adult male opera- 
tives). This value took effect from April 
of this year, having been raised by 6d. under 
a Four Party agreement of October, 1958. 
The previous stamp value of 7s. 6d. was in 
force from April, 1957. 

As regards the second request of the 
operatives—for a third week of annual holi- 
day—it will be recalled that the Annual Holi- 
days Scheme started in 1942 and that from 
1943 to 1953 operatives had one week of 
paid holiday. They have had two weeks 
of paid annual holiday since 1954.

Scotland’s Housing in July 


THE NUMBER of new houses completed in 
Scotland in July was 2,409. This brings the 
total of completions this year to 16,462, a 
decrease of 3,822, compared with the same 
period last year. The monthly return of 
the Department of Health for Scotland and 
the Ministry of Housing and local Govern- 
ment has now been published by HMSO, 
price 3d. Of the 370,212 houses built in 
Scotland since the war 338,495 were built by 
public authorities and 31,717 by private 
builders. 


Building Information Service 


A NEw service for architects, surveyors and 
local authorities has been launched in Scot- 
land by a Glasgow company. The firm is 
sponsoring a service of up-to-date building 
products information to be filed monthly by 
the bureau in the offices of its receiving 
clients. There is no charge on the users of 
the service, who receive monthly maintenance 
of the catalogue files and index. Manufac- 
turers pay the bureau for distribution of 
literature and to ensure that it is constantly 
available for the attention of potential users. 

The service is meantime confined to 
Edinburgh and Glasgow. Manufacturers 
have welcomed the scheme, which ensures 
that their literature is positively placed before 
the office staffs involved and is maintained 
in up-to-date form. 


Glasgow Overspill 


AGREEMENTS HAVE been concluded with 17 
local authorities in Scotland to take part of 
Glasgow's overspill population, and negotia- 
tions are in progress with 20 more. Under 
the agreements already signed, 9,700 houses 
are to be provided. A total of 60,000 will 
be required for the 250,000 people invoived. 

In addition, the new towns of Cumber- 
nauld, Glenrothes and East Kilbride are to 
build a total of 3,800 houses with their final 
figure set at over 14,800. Of these, Cumber- 
nauld is to supply 12,000. 

Reporting on the latest position Councillor 
Forrester, convener of Glasgow Corporation 
overspill committee, said it was visualised 
they would reouire to rehouse 250,000 
people. That meant 60,000 houses were 
needed outside the city.
